Grade standards like these insure that you get what 
you order. There are similar standards for flori- 
bunda and climbing roses. In general, a No. 1 plant 
will grow and bloom better than one of lower grade 


Check your roses against above points. Stem borers 
leave yellowish trails just under surface on upper 
canes. Canker leaves scabby, sunken areas on lower 
canes. Reject anything with these or other faults 





.. shopping for plants? It’s that time of year again. 
But you'll do your buying more sensibly if you know a 
little about plant grades and quality, instead of depend- 
ing on guesswork and luck. 

To be sure that you as a customer will get full value, 
nurserymen have set up regulations prescribing just what 
makes a good plant. Organizations like the American 
Association of Nurserymen (A.A.N.) have standards 
which are followed by many nurseries. Many states have 
laws specifying the difference between first- and second- 
grade plants. 

How does it help you? It means that there are meas- 
uring sticks to measure quality in plants. If your nursery 
is a reputable one, it means it guarantees quality when it 
says that a plant is top grade. 


Buying through the mail, of course, means that you 
don’t see what you are ordering. Not all catalogs men- 
tion grades, because they vary from state to state. Even 
so, you should inspect your order with a critical eye. A 
good nursery knows its plants are good and welcomes such 
inspection. 

It’s important for you to remember that plants vary 
a lot in their rate of growth and habit of growth. Even 
different varieties of the same kind of plant may be en- 
tirely unlike each other. So don’t assume that you are 
being cheated if, for example, the flowering cherry you 
buy is a lighter, more twiggy plant than your neighbor 
just got. It may be just a difference in varieties. 

You won't be able to remember all the grades and 
standards in plant materials. But you can make a pretty 
good check on anything you buy by ordering top grade, 
and then checking plants for the things listed here. 


Check gour shrubs and trees 





Avoid plants with scale (A), with broken limbs 
(B), or with scabby, sunken areas of canker and 
sunscald on trunk (C). Bark on trunk injured 
by cultivating tools (D) may mean future dis- 
ease. Small knobs on roots (E) often mean 
nematode infection, but nodules are normal 
on legumes like locust and viburnum. Many 
trees and shrubs are grafted (F); bark should 
cover graft or be growing over it. A swelling 
above or below graft (G) may mean two parts 
aren't getting along. Beware of plants with 
mangled roots (H) or with roots dried out

Special considerations to 
r ber in buyi trees 





Shade trees like oaks and maples are 
best if main trunk (A) runs straight 
through from ground to tip. When 
catalogs give “caliper” of a tree, 
they mean the diameter of trunk (B) 
a few inches above ground. Lowest 
limbs on fruit trees (C) should be only 
18-24 inches above ground for easy 
fruit picking. Avoid sharp V-crotches 
(D) which may split later. Look down 
on tree (E); limbs should be: spaced 
around trunk like spokes on-a wheel 





Everagreens 


Young evergreen foliage (A) should 
feel cool and moist. Wounds on 
trunk (B) from cultivating tools may 
let disease enter later. Dead needles 
and fine webs in center of tree (C) 
mean redspider-mites. (Dead needles 
alone can result from dense outside 
growth; the webs tell the difference.) 
Many dropped needles on top of ball 
(D) are a sign of poor roots and a dry- 
ing plant. Ball (E) should be moist 
and firm, with burlap securely fastened

In selecting annuals, watch especially 
for foliage color. It should be medium 
to dark green, with no black spots, 
yellow blotches, brown, curled leaves 
(A). Soil in flats (B) should be moist, 
with no roots of plants exposed to dry- 
ing. When buying plants in pots (C), 
avoid spindly ones (left) even though 
they have more blossoms. Choose 
those that have been pinched back 
and are bushy (right), which produce 
better plants later on in your garden 





Perennials 


Buy your perennials early, and try to 
get them into the ground before the 
shoots (A) are more than 2 or 3 
inches long Plants with little top 
growth (B and C) and a good, com- 
pact root system are better than 
plants that are in strong growth (D). 
Plants this big suffer too much shock 
in transplanting. Select young, vigor- 
ous divisions with lots of white, plump 
roots. Avoid old clumps which you 
can tell by last year's flower stems

deductions, is making $70 monthly mortgage payments 
on a home (the $70 including principal, interest, taxes, 
and insurance.) But Family B can deduct $355 for interest 
on its 444-percent $8,000 home loan and taxes of $200 
on the house, which is valued at $10,000. 

The result is that Family A, the renters, pays an income 
tax of $298.80, compared with $206.67 paid by Family 
B, the home buyers. Family B saves about $92 income 
tax, though its housing payments are the same. 

Of course, your interest will decline—and with it your 
interest deduction—over the life of your mortgage. For 
example, Family B’s interest payments during the first 
year of its contract total $354.81 and the payments 
to principal $252.87. In the tenth year of the contract 
the family will pay interest of $228.88 and principal of 
$378.80. Other factors remaining the same, Family B’s 
annual tax savings will decrease accordingly. Neverthe- 
less, over the 20-year amortization period Family B will 
save approximately $1,500 on income tax—which would 
pay a good part of the heating bill for the period. 
Savings grow with income 

With a greater income and larger mortgage payments, 
your tax savings will be still more. Take Families C and 
D, each having a $6,000 income, deductions of $600 for 
contributions, medical and dental bills, taxes, interest, 
and losses and consisting of husband, wife, and two chil- 
dren. Family C pays $100 a month rent, and Family D 
makes $100 monthly payments on a $16,000 home. 

Family D, the home buyers, is able to deduct $490 
as interest on the mortgage and $300 for taxes on the

$1,390. Family D’s income tax is $366.86, compared with 
$498 paid by Family C—a saving of some $132. 

Frequently the deductions for interest and taxes are 
enough to put the homeowner in a lower surtax bracket 
—with still greater tax savings. That is what happened 
to Family F: 

Both Family E and Family F make $8,000 a year, 
have genera! deductions of $800, and consist of husband, 
wife, and two children. Family E pays $125 a month rent, 
and Family F makes $125 monthly payments on a 
$20,000 home. Because of the home, Family F can de- 
duct interest of $625 and taxes of $360, making its 
total deduction $1,785—and its income tax $633.29, 
compared with the $818.88 paid by Family E, the 
renters. Family F’s tax savings are approximately $186. 


Deduct for casualties 


In addition to deductions for interest and taxes, the 
revenue laws offer still other economies to the property 
owner. For instance, you may also deduct “casualty” 
losses—property losses which arise from some sudden, 
unexpected, or unusual cause. Though property damage 
by fire or storm is perhaps most common, the loss may be 
due to other causes, such as a sudden freeze, flood, or 
even a prolonged drouth. For example, you may deduct 
damage caused by water pipes which have burst, damage 
to your basement due to the failure of a sewer, or damage 
to trees or plants from drouth, wind, sleet, hail, or rain. 

The amount of your casualty loss is the difference be- 
tween the value of your property immediately before the 
casualty and its value immediately thereafter, less any 
recovery through insurance or otherwise. 


Note capital expenditures 


A simple tax-saving technique is the practice of keeping 
an accurate record of all capital expenditures. These are 
expenditures for alterations, improvements, or additions 
which prolong the life of your property, increase its value, 
or fit it for a different use. As such, they're distinguishable 
from repairs, which merely keep your property in ef- 
ficient operating condition. For example, the cost of a 
new roof, a garage, or a picket fence would represent a 
capital expenditure. On the other hand, merely patching 
the roof and painting the walls are repairs. 

As a homeowner, you’re entitled to add to the cost of 
your home the value of all alterations, improvements, or 
additions of a capital nature. This can be extremely im- 
portant to you when you sell your home, for any 
amounts that increase the cost of your home will decrease 
your gain at the time of sale, hence result in lower taxes. 

For example, if you purchased your home for $8,000 
and since then have added a garage and driveway at the 
cost of $1,500, a new roof at a cost of $500, and have re- 
modeled at the cost of $1,000, the cost of your home be- 
comes $11,000 instead of the original $8,000. Your 
records might appear like this: 


Purchase price, 3/15/39 
Driveway, 4/12/40 
Garage, 4/25/40 

New roof, 6/10/44 
Remodeling, 8/14/48

New srasses—with less work 
—promise a perlect lawn 


Anything that gives you a better lawn is top 


news. The latest wonder is thicker, tougher 


lawn grasses that thrive on drouth, ignore ex- 


treme cold—even repel insects. But they won’t 


be on your own lawn for two or three more years

N. weeds, no insect pests, no bare spots, no 
watering, no diseases. 

It sounds exactly like the lawn you’ve been 
hoping for. And one of these days you'll have it. 
Not next summer, but you can probably make 
plans to plant it in 1952 or 1953. 

You can demand a lot from your future lawn 
—and you'll get everything you demand. It will 
be a smooth, unbroken velvet carpet, green all 
summer long, as tight and as perfect as bent 
grass at its superb best, without a weed, unaf- 
fected by brown patch or other diseases, shunned 
by Japanese beetles, and able to survive without 
artificial watering all summer. 

You'll agree that it sounds like a miracle. 
And something close to a miracle is taking place 
at the great Beltsville Station of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, where Dr. 
Fred Grau of the United States Golf Association 
is cooperating with the Bureau of Plant Industry 
to produce such lawn grasses. 

Thanks to the work of Doctor Grau, the 
grasses to produce this perfect lawn and the 
know-how are already facts. Right now special- 
ists in many places are propagating the grass 
plants to get enough to put on the market. 
You'll play golf on these grasses before you grow 
them in your yard. Since the U. S. Golf Associa- 
tion put up the money for the research and de- 
velopment, they'll get first call on any supplies. 
But in two or three years, you'll probably be 
able to call your local seedsman and order your 
new lawn. 


Mest amazing of all the grasses available for 
such a lawn is Zoysia japonica, a grass from the 
Orient which has survived 40 below zero and 
110 above without a sign of injury and did so 
without artificial watering during drouths. Dur- 
ing the severe drouth which brought water levels 


in reservoirs to the lowest levels ever recorded, 
the Zoysia turfs grew amazingly without a drop 
of artificial water. Don’t confuse it with less 
hardy Zoysta matrella. 

From small plugs inserted into an old weedy 
turf in spring, it spread to form a solid, un- 
broken carpet of Zoysia by fall. The old grasses 
in this turf had been badly damaged by Japa- 
nese beetles; the Zoysia remained untouched. 
Even more amazing, as the Zoysia underground 
roots spread through the old turf, the Japanese 
beetle grubs seemed to disappear, driven out by 
some repellent factor in the roots. Mixtures of 
Zoysia with other grasses, too, seemed to repel 
these pests. 


r 

To date, no diseases have shown up in Zoysia. 
This doesn’t mean that it will remain unaffected 
by disease forever, but it indicates an inherited 
resistance to common turf ills. In a section 
where bent grasses are all but killed out during 
a few weeks of hot, muggy weather, Zoysia ex- 
hibits a resistance that is mighty heartening to 
the lawnmaker bedeviled by these diseases. 

When grown alone, Zoysia is not a perfect 
lawn grass. It starts growing too late in spring 
and quits too early in fall. Oddly enough, this 
fault is worse when the grass is allowed to grow 
rather than when kept cut at / inch. In an 
effort to overcome its poor growth habits early 
and late in the season, Doctor Grau combined it 
with two other new grasses, Penn State Chew- 
ing’s Fescue and B-27 Bluegrass. 

B-27 Bluegrass is an unusual variety that 
doesn’t go to sleep or go dormant in midsummer. 
Common bluegrass usually goes into a rest peri- 
od as soon as temperatures go above 80 and 
stays dormant until the coming of cooler weather 
in fall. If combined with Zoysta japonica, com-

Inside stuff. It is often difficult to take an exact inside dimension, as ina 
closet or the inside of a window frame. To make the job easier, use a 
rod-type curtain rod.

Cure for overdose of 2,4-D in soil 


If you ever spill a bucket of weed killer or otherwise 
get too much 2,4-D in your soil, here’s a good way to 
get rid of it. Just spade in manure, rotted compost, or 
similar material. The organic matter favors the in- 
crease of soil bacteria which eat up 2,4-D. 


Old bug killer gets dormant insects 


Old-time British tar washes have never been used 
much in this country, although they are highly effec- 
tive against insects and diseases that winter over on 
trees and shrubs. Now it has been found that combin- 
ing tar wash with benzene hexachloride (BHC) makes 
both compounds more effective. The mixture has 
many uses, like controlling wireworms and nematodes 
in soil, winter spraying for scale and aphids, and 
sterilizing greenhouse soil. The most exciting discovery 
is the effect on nematodes, those hard-to-kill pests that 
do so much damage in warmer areas. The substance 
is commercially available. 


Transplant magnolias at blossomtime 


Planning to have a magnolia in your yard? The best 
time to transplant most magnolias, believe it or not, is 
when they are in full bloom. They don’t recover well 
when moved at other times of the year. And when you 
do plant one, be sure to remember that the root bark 
is very easily injured. Never tramp the earth around 
the burlapped ball. 


No mystery to soil pi 


Many people are completely mystified when they run 
across the term pH. Actually, it’s no harder to under- 
stand than the readings on a thermometer; pH merely 
measures how acid or alkaline your soil is. It’s impor- 
tant because plants can’t use certain elements in plant 
food when soil is too far one way or the other. The pH 
scale ranges from 0 (most acid) to 14 (most alkaline) 
with 7.0 as the neutral mid-point. All you need to re- 
member is that all plant food elements are available 
when pH is between 6.0 and 6.9, while acid-loving 
plants, like azaleas and blueberries, like their pH be- 
tween 5.5 and 6.0. Even if you don’t understand the 
chemistry, a simple $1 pH tester will help you grow a 
better garden. 


Hormone makes cut flowers last longer 


Scientists at the Department of Agriculture’s Beltsville 
station have been testing so-called plant hormones as 
a way of adding a few days to the life of your cut flow- 
ers. They find that one of the salts of naphthalene 
acetic acid (a well-known commercial plant hormone) 
made cut peonies hold their petals three days longer 
than did untreated flowers.

If your family’s full of friction, there may be 


something for you in what the Family Service Association 


of America discovered about 60,000 


people just like you

Mine is no unusual circle of friends: Joe and 


Anna on the verge of breaking up their marriage; 
Bill and Phyllis in hock after repeated budget fail- 
ures; others worried over difficulties with children, 
with jobs and careers, with widowed parents. 

These are people you know, too. You may even 
be one yourself. Not neurotics, but “normal” people 
with infinitely varied problems. 

Yet, essentially, most of them have just one prob- 
lem in common: Adults in age, they’re children in 
action—in at least some spheres of action. 

Their troubles are not what they seem to be 
not due to bad luck, uncongenial marriage part- 
ners, difficult bosses, other external factors—but 
are largely, if not entirely, self-made. These other- 
wise intelligent people have never fully grown up, 
they are emotionally immature, and therein lies 
their trouble. 


You may find this tough to take—unlikely in terms 
of your friends; incredible in terms of yourself. 

Yet the hard facts have been hammered out to 
me in the last few months in interviews and corre- 
spondence with authorities all over the country. 
And they have been hammered out with striking, 
compelling unanimity. 


In the headquarters of the Family Service Asso- 
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ciation of America, there was the recent study of 


60,000 distinct family problems brought by 28,488 
families to 50 family agencies throughout the na- 
tion. These were families of all types—from both 
sides of the railroad tracks, middle- and even high- 
income groups. 


"Twenty-four percent of them were having trouble 
in their family relationships—between husband and 
wife and between parents and children. Eighteen 
percent were having trouble over money. Fourteen 
percent had individual personality problems. Nine 
percent had trouble due to physical illness or handi- 
caps. Seven percent blamed job trouble—unem- 
ployment or underemployment. And so on. 

But, after studying all 60,000 of the reported 
problems in this particular survey and reviewing 
many others, Frank Hertel, general director of the 
Family Service Association, concludes: “In the 
thousands of problems in personal and family re- 
lationships that come to Family Service agencies 
each year, the main underlying factor is emotional 
immaturity. There’s some remnant—small or large 
—of the child in every adult. 

“The part of us that is still the child often gets in 
the way of accomplishments and satisfying person- 
al relations.

A. you plan a new house or remodeling, be 
sure that your windows give you light where you 
are going to need it, and privacy where you want 
privacy. 

The house that appears on the cover, designed 
by Hugh Comstock of Carmel, California, for 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Seely, is a bright house. The 
amount of glass used is not great, and is in good 
proportion to the amount of wall space. But the 
amount of glass appears great because much of it 
is concentrated. The living room, for instance, 
has five large windows on the view side, but 
there are no other windows in the room. .Win- 
dows at the rear of the house—the street side 
are small to provide the utmost privacy. 

Since the house is surrounded by trees, the 
walls and the undersides of eaves were painted 
a light cream to reflect light as far into the rooms 
as possible. Heads of all windows are the same 
distance below the eaves for uniformity, but sill 
heights vary according to light required. The 
deeper the room, the lower is the window sill. 
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Built along a slope at the edge of a golf course, the house 
follows contours of the land both inside and out. Windows 
overlook the fairways, and even with the broad overhang 
to keep out direct sun, light penetrates to far corners of 
rooms. Use of light-colored exterior materials and cream 
paint on trim keeps the house cheerful even on a foggy day 


Breakfast nook, in an alcove off the kitchen, is surrounded 
on two sides by windows to catch bright morning sun 
which is controlled in summer months by draperies running 
to the floor. Windows here are steel casements. Note that

I, takes more than a house to make a home. Much of 


the attractiveness and livability of any home comes from 


what is in the yard and garden. And even if your house is 
simple or plain, you can make it a standout for beauty 
ind enjoyment. The secret is attention to the planning of 
landscape details. 

Last month we discussed the things you must keep in 
mind in making your over-all landscape plan. Now you're 
ready to concentrate on the most important part of your 
yard, the livable garden. 

Che livable garden is just what its name says. To be 


livable, it must be inviting. It should be so inviting that 
you will prefer to stay outside rather than head for the 
house to find a big easy chair. 

This means at least one cool, shaded spot, plenty of 
comfortable garden chairs, and perhaps a_ barbecue, 
pool, or other features that appeal to you. 

It takes only four things to make a garden: (1) en- 
closure to give privacy, (2) a terrace to connect house and 
garden, (3) an open area, (4) paths and walks to travel 
on. Now let’s discuss each of these points separately be- 
fore combining them into a garden plan. 
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Here are the things that go into your planning 


Enclose your garden for privacy 

Modern living calls for the outdoor living area 
to be separated from service areas and neighbor- 
ing yards. It should be a private area. The only 
way to accomplish those things is by enclosing 
the garden. 

You can enclose it with plantings. You can 
use a fence or wall. Or you can depend on a 
combination of these two. For 
most small lots, the space is 
so precious that enclosures by 
planting alone become almost 
impossible. And fences by 
themselves often look a little 
bare. Thus, you will probably 
find that the combination 
type of enclosure best suits 
your purpose, 

A fence, four to eight feet wide, with vines 
and an adjoining border of shrubs and flowers, 
will form an ideal combination. A later issue will 
give you advice on the details of planting such 
borders. 


Connect your house and garden 

An outdoor living area should connect with 
the living part of your house as intimately as 
possible. The most common way is by building 
a terrace or patio against the house. Such ter- 
races open up into the living areas of the house 
on one side and into the garden on the other 
side. If you like, you can think of this area as 
half house and half garden. 

Ideally, of course, house and garden should 
be one unit, with one area flowing into the other 
without perceptible change. 

With most houses, you usually have to com- 
promise. It is often possible to 
change a window to a door, or 
make a door in a living-room 
wall to connect house and liv-

The house has only two conventional interior 
partitions, both around the bath. All other divisions 
between rooms are useful storage walls. They carry 
none of the weight of the house; roof trusses (see 
section at right) eliminate the need for interior bear- 
ing partitions.

Though the closets shown here were designed for 


this specific house, they also are practical for your 
present home if you need storage space.

) & walls are the largest color area in your 
rooms. So your wallpaper choice can be the most 
important decorative decision you'll make. Wall- 
paper fills the background of your room with 


color; it gives your furnishings new beauty; it will 
inspire a color scheme or set a mood; wallpaper can 
even change the shape of a room. 

How to find the right pattern? First, look for 
colors you'd like to live with. If you already have 
most of your furnishings, be sure the paper picks 
up other colors in the room. If you’re starting fresh, 
you can choose nearly any colors—so long as you 
think they’re worth repeating in rugs, fabrics, or 
accessories. 

Remember that dark colors and warm colors 
(reds and yellows) make a room look smaller, 
cozier. Light colors and cool colors (blues and 
greens) make a room look larger, more spacious. 
These dark-light, warm-cool principles apply not 
only to the background but also to other important 
colors in the pattern. Red and yellow roses will 
warm a blue wallpaper. 

Pattern size is important, too. Big patterns like 
that in the dining room at left are best for big 
rooms. But big, bold patterns are also dramatic for 


small rooms in which you don’t spend much time: 
halls, bathrooms, dining rooms. And they're often 
smart on one wall of a living room or bedroom. 

Small patterns, on the other hand, are your 
best bet for small rooms. Choose allover patterns 
(plaids, textured designs, bouquets) for rooms that 
see a lot of use and need the spacemaking effect 
small patterns can have. 

Consider, too, the camouflaging wallpaper might 
do for you. Allover patterns across walls and ceiling 
blend dormers into the room. Horizontal stripes 
make a ceiling seem lower or a wall longer. Vertical 
stripes make a ceiling look higher or a wall short- 
er—see how they work in the room above. 


I yours is an old house with uneven plaster, be 
sure to choose patterned paper to disguise the ir- 
regularities. The canvas back of coated fabrics will 
cover wall cracks and protect your plaster. 

As you plan, relate the wall patterns and color 
schemes of adjoining rooms. You might repeat the 
same color combination

You'll find that wallpaper works wonders.

, 2 know you should eat a good breakfast. You know 
your family should eat a good breakfast. But it’s some- 
thing else again to rout everyone out early enough to 
do justice to breakfast. 

Here’s the trick to making the morning meal a favorite 
with everyone. Make it quick and easy, but make it 
hearty. Make it sound so good, smell so good, taste so 
good you can be enthusiastic about cooking it and the 
family can get excited about eating it. 

Vary breakfasts. If the folks know they'll find some- 
thing different each day, they'll hurry to the table. 

Here are ideas for a week of breakfasts. Take a look 
around the big china rooster. Starting in back of the 
Lazy Susan, there are thick red strawberry preserves, hot 
buttered toast, juicy orange slices, cherry preserves, 
crusty bran muffins, fat grapefruit sections. 

For the eye opener: tall glasses of grapefruit, cranberry, 
pineapple, tomato, and orange juice.

H... are garnishes that make your fish dinners 
look as gay as spring. They’re all the simple, good- 
to-eat kind that you can fix in a matter of minutes.

Allow 2-inch flaps to 
tack to outside. 


Step 2 Insulate box with 14” in- 
sulating wallboard. Cut top and 
bottom pieces 19” wider than box, 
1” longer. Make sidepieces 19” 
wider than box, backpiece box 
size. Fit wallboard on, flush with 
front edges, and nail in place. Pull 
flaps of oilcloth lining over edges 
and tack to outside. 


Step 3 Build shelves from extra 
slats, holding them together with 
14” cleats sawed from thick end- 
pieces of extra crates. Start nails 
that will hold shelves in place into 
cleats, before sliding into box. 
Finish nailing. Tack elastic strip to 
end of box for silverware, and 
screw in cup hooks. 


Step 4 Cut door of box from in- 
sulating wallboard, flush with out- 
side edges. Nail wood slats to outer 
side. Cover inside with oilcloth, 
lapping it over 1 inch and tacking 
it down. Attach door to box with 
canvas strip, 6”’ wide, tacked to 
outside to serve as hinge. 


Step & Tack oilcloth on box, al- 
lowing 3-inch dust flap over the 
top edge of door. Cover tacks and 
raw edges of oilcloth with decora- 
tors’ tape. Fasten on web straps 
with washers and screws, driven 
into endpieces of crate.

A chuck box is carried just inside 
the luggage compartment of your 
car. When it’s mealtime and you’ve 
located a promising spot, open the 
luggage compartment, put the 
chuck box forward to edge, and 
open the door so that the chuck 
box rests solidly on the bumper. 
There are your worktable, cup- 
board, and stove—all within arm’s 
reach. 


To keep food cold. A glass-fiber 
insulated bag is good for keeping 
cold foods cold for several hours. 
If perishables need rechilling, you 
can buy ice cubes at a delicatessen 
or ice station and put them into 
the insulated bag in a screw-top jar. 
Or buy a package of frozen food. 
As the frozen food thaws, the con- 
tents of bag are chilled. 


For cooking, include a small 
stove. The one shown on page 95 
burns any kind of gasoline; has 
built-in air pump for pressure; is 
ready to cook at a moment's no- 
tice. Stove is no larger than a 
quart-size can; but when folding 
grid arms are out, it is large enough 
for skillet. Top and bottom of alu- 
minum case can be used as sauce- 
pans. Detachable handle included. 


Speedy marketing. Dovetail 
marketing with stops for gasoline. 
You'll soon learn to spot a good 
service station with a good market 
next door or across the street. Fruits 
and vegetables usually can be given 
a quick wash right at the market. 
Keep an eye out for roadside 
stands, too, with their abundance 
of in-season fruits and vegetables. 
You can shell peas or husk corn as 
you drive along. 


Plan simple meals. There are 
plenty of main-dish ideas in the 
cans and packages on the grocer’s 
shelves.

We began looking around to see if we were too con- 
cerned about it all. We concluded we weren’t. 

In our town, Halloween was a time when parents threw 
up their hands in despair. Ordinary pranks turned into 
wholesale destruction. Streetcars were derailed, tires slashed, 
windows broken. And this was going on in our own respect- 
able, middle-class neighborhood, where we thought of 
juvenile delinquency as something that happened on the 
other side of the tracks. These children had always had the 
best of everything. 

Until we really started to think about it, my husband and 
I shrugged these children off as someone else’s responsibility. 
We were smug in the knowledge that our own youngsters 
were too small for anything lustier than ‘“‘tricks or treats.”’ 
But we began to realize that we were losing our authority 
over them. By the time they reached their teens, we would 
be hard put to manage them at all. 


Au of us want our children to be responsible citizens, 
healthy, happy adults. But if we give them a ‘“‘get-some- 
thing-for-nothing” philosophy by gratifying all their de- 
sires—by being too good to them—we may very well end up 
with children who refuse to grow up to take responsibility. 
You all know cases of the man who can never stick to a 
job, or the woman who can’t stick to one husband—both of 
whom blame their failures on someone else. These are the 
people who can never solve their own problems because 
they are still spoiled children. 

My husband and I are going to drill our children in the 
idea that there is no such thing as getting something for 
nothing, that if they want something badly enough they 
have to work for it. We’re going to let them earn their bikes 
and roller skates and Saturday shows. But we’re not going 
to pay them for just being good. 

If Mickey wants a doll buggy, she’ll earn it by cleaning 
her own room every day for a month. If her brother wants a 
train, he'll sweep the driveway until his birthday. 


We're trying to teach them respect for authority both 
the outside world and at home. All of us have been passing 
through an era when the emphasis was on the “Topsy” 
theory—just let "em grow! Let’s give them no inhibitions, 
no repressions. Let’s let them choose their own way from 
the cradle on up. Many a 3-year-old has been allowed to 
break dishes or run away or have tantrums because he is 
‘expressing his personality.”” And so, at 16, when he wrecks 
the family car, he is still expressing his personality. 

A psychology professor I once had used to say that “‘dis- 
cipline is indispensable.’’ He told us that a person without 
some control, without inhibitions or restraint of selfish de- 
sires, is not a healthy personality. We're not being really 
good to our children by throwing discipline out the window. 
The world will soon teach them otherwise, and in a much 
harder way. 

We all know, as parents, that our children are happiest 
and thrive best when they have definite rules to follow. It

pline, no schedules. Our children need these in our homes. 

We've seen that our 6-year-old likes to be told what's 
right and what’s wrong. It gives her a sense of confidence. 
Have you ever heard your own children telling their friends

‘, get a view with some reach to it, or to get a building 
site where your house won't rub elbows with its neigh- 
bors, you probably will have to build on the outskirts of 
your city. It’s just as probable that the municipal sewer 
line doesn’t extend that far. 

That needn’t be a cause for too much concern: 
although you can’t beat a good municipal sewage 
system, you can be just as healthy and happy with your 
own septic system. 

Before you buy your out-of-town lot, however, you'll 
do well to make sure a septic system can be installed 
economically on it and will function efficiently. 

A septic system works best when the soil in your lot is sandy. 
Putting a disposal field in heavy clay, hardpan, or rock is 
difficult and expensive. The harder your soil, the longer and 
deeper your di sposal-field trenches must be. 

If your lot slopes slightly away from the house, it will save 
you some excavation, although a septic system works well on a 
level lot. 

The lot must allow the disposal field to he at least 10 feet 
from houses and property lines, 25 feet from streams, and 75 
to 100 feet from a water supply. The area in which the field 
is located must he free from trees and tree roots. | Turn to page 123

How a septic system works 


A successful disposal system con- 
sists of a septic tank, disposal 
field, distribution box, and con- 
necting lines. 

Sewage flows from the house to 
the septic tank through sewer tile, 
usually the 6-inch bell-and-spigot 
type. Joints are tightly cemented to 
avoid leaks and to keep out roots 

The septic tank is the chamber 
into which raw sewage flows. Here 
bacteria attack the sewage, break- 
ing it down into gases, liquid, 
sludge, and scum. The sludge, 
which is a soil-like material, settles 
to the bottom of the tank. Scum 
forms on the surface and accumu- 
lates to a depth of several inches. 
Gases rising through the scum 
escape through the house. sewer 
line and soil stack. Nearly clear 
liquid flows out of the tank ready 
for further treatment 

If you plan to have laundry 
equipment in your basement, 
you'll need to add a sump pump to 
your septic equipment. Water 
from a basement floor drain can be 
channeled into a dry well, but 
laundry waste must be raised by 
pump from basement level to the 
height of your sewer line leading 
to the septic tank. 


Tank must be large enough 

All this action occurs only if 
your septic tank is big enough to 
allow bacteria time to complete 
their work. Tanks that are too 
small soon are overloaded with 
sludge, and raw sewage passes out 
of the tank 

In general, a septic tank should 
be big enough to hold the average 
amount of sewage discharged into 
it in any 24-hour period. The fol- 
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lowing table is a good guide to the 
size you need: 


Size of Tank size 
your family in gallons 
500 
600 
750 


900 


If you plan to have a garbage 
disposal unit in your kitchen, your 
septic tank should be at least 25 
percent larger than the size given 
in the table. Either that, or plan to 
clean the tank more often.

Types of tanks 

Septic tanks are available in 
several shapes and made of various 
materials. Most concrete tanks are 
either rectangular or circular. 
Most steel tanks are elliptical or 
cylindrical. The shape you choose 
isn’t as important as the number of 
chambers in the tank. Two are 
preferable and in many cases 
mandatory. Clay tile and brick 
properly sealed on the inside are 
also used for septic tanks. 


The disposal field 

From the septic tank the nearly 
clear liquid flows through another 
tightly jointed sewer line into the 
distribution box. This concrete box 
diverts liquid into the disposal 
field, which consists of lines of 
draintile laid with open joints in 
specially prepared trenches. Liq- 
uid seeps through the open joints 
into gravel fill, where a different 
type of bacteria attacks it 


Size of field 

Normally a _ disposal-tile line 
should not be more than 100 feet 
long. If one long line won’t do the 
job, use several short lines. Lines 
should slope between 2 and 4 
inches per 100 feet and should be 
18 to 24 inches below surface 
level. If the slope of lines is greater, 
the ground at the end may become 
waterlogged. To prevent water- 
logging around the distribution 
box, the first six or eight tiles are 
cemented together. Other joints 
are covered with tar paper, so the 
liquid can seep into the ground, 
but gravel and soil can’t clog the 
line 

In especially tight soils, a dis- 
posal field needs special treatment 
Usually, trenches are dug 12 to 15 
inches deeper than standard, and 
the space filled with washed gravel, 
crushed stone, or clean cinders 
Ihe draintiles are laid atop this 
fill, still 2 feet below ground level 


Ilow to plan a disposal field 


Widths of trenches can vary 
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from 1% to 3 feet. Assuming you 
use a 2-foot width, you’ll need the 
following length of disposal-field 
tile for every two people in your 
family:

Maintenance 

As sludge accumulates on the 
bottom of the tank, the scum thick- 
ens, the space left for bacteria to 
act on sewage becomes smaller and 
smaller. When combined depth of 
scum and sludge reaches 18 
inches, you’d better have the tank 
cleaned. An adequately sized tank 
may not need cleaning more than 
once in five years, but it’s a good 
idea to inspect the tank every year 
or two. Look at the distribution box: 
if sludge or raw sewage is coming 
into the box, have the septic tank 
cleaned at once. 


Warning 

Since septic-tank action depends 
entirely on the chemical action ot 
bacteria, you can’t put any com- 
pound down your drains that will 
destroy or weaken these bacteria. 
Strong antiseptics, lye solutions, 
and the salts from water-softening 
equipment will destroy bacteria. 
Toilet soaps, drain solvents, and 
the mild disinfectants and cleaning 
solutions ordinarily used for house- 
hold purposes aren’t harmful. 

In many areas you have to get a 
permit from the local health 
officer before you can install a 
septic system. He can give you ad- 
vice on the size and type of system 
to install, and usually can tell you 
where you can buy a tank and who 
can install it. As long as you give it 
normal care and maintenance, 
you'll never know it’s there.

What does your youngster 
really need? 


Here are nine things every boy or girl 


must have to grow up well adjusted 


By N. E. Cutts, Ph.D.. and Nicholas Moseley, Ph.D. 


D. you pay as much attention to your 
youngster’s emotional needs as you do to his 
physical requirements? 

The whole course of his life may be affected 
by the way his emotional needs are satisfied in 
childhood. Your attitudes and actions have their 
deepest influence in his early years, but at any 
age they influence him. 

A healthy emotional atmosphere in your home 
may be the determining influence in developing 
a wholesome personality. It is as important to a 
sound mind as fresh air to a sound body. If you 
and your mate are happy with each other, if you 
are relaxed, if you enjoy your family, you are 
giving your children a good start in life. Boys 
and girls raised in an atmosphere like this will 
in their turn become happy, successful fathers 
and mothers. 

Here is a list of emotional needs. If you are 
doing most of the things that are recommended, 
chances are you aren't too bad a parent. 

Every youngster needs: 


To feel secure of his place in the family 


Every youngster needs a firm sense of family 
membership. You can build up his security by 
giving him things of his own and a private place 
to keep them. Older children and teen-agers 
profit tremendously from having a share in mak- 
ing the family plans. 

A serious threat to a youngster’s security 
comes if he fears that his family may be broken 
up. Many studies have shown that one major 
source of juvenile delinquency is parental dis- 
cord. Another is the death or chronic illness of a 
parent. 

Youngsters can overcome the handicap of a 
broken home, but they need help. They must be 
reassured of love. They must be shown that 
they will not be neglected. 


To love and to know his love is returned 


It is natural and right to show your love by 
cuddling an infant and by walking hand in 
hand with a child. Teen-agers may shy away 
from good-night kisses, but they still like an 


affectionate pat on the shoulder. Youngsters of 


all ages respond quickly to interest and sym- 


pathy. Love thrives in the hours that you spend 
playing with your children. 

There is a place, too, for concrete expressions 
of affection like an unexpected gift of something 
much wanted. 

A common cause of youngsters’ feeling un- 
loved and unwanted is faulty discipline— 
especially nagging, threats, and prolonged 
punishment. Favoritism, whether it is for the 
first-born or newborn, for son or for daughter, 
arouses resentment in the one who is neglected. 
Moreover, it makes it hard for the favorite to get 
into the give and take of human relationships. 

Youngsters need your love most when life 
seems difficult and unpleasant. When they have 
gotten themselves into trouble is the time of all 
times for you to show them that you love them 


just as much as ever. 


To feel that the others accept him as an equal 


No one can be more unhappy than the child 
who feels left out. You can help your youngster 
be a regular member of his gang by encourag- 
ing him to join organizations like the Boy 
Scouts, by welcoming his friends to your house, 
by providing play space and equipment, by not 
interfering with reasonable plans, and by being 
patient with youthful fads. If all the girls are 
wearing rolled-up dungarees, why not your 
daughter, also? 


To feel safe, economically and physically 


The son of wealthy parents cut a tendon in his 
hand. A great surgeon treated him. Physical re- 
covery was quick, but the boy became moody 
and fearful. It turned out that he had heard his 
parents complaining about taxes and was worry- 
ing for fear they could not afford the expense he 
had caused. 

Younger children are naturally more fearful 
than older children. They will overcome their 
fears if you accustom them to strange things 
gradually. It is wise to let the 5-year-old paddle 
in the pool without trying to force him to swim. 
Fathers who have little time to spend with their 
children may be impatient with slow progress, 
but they should never shame a child or ridicule 
or call him a coward. | Turn to page 172

Little skill is needed to put up light, 


easy-to-cut plastic or metal wall tile 


By Stanley Schuler 





Installing tile is like building with toy blocks, except that it's usually 
easier to work from top down. If you stagger tile, variations in width of 
wall won't be so apparent, and you won't have to maintain vertical lines 


Wate you like handsome new walls in your 


bathroom, kitchen, or laundry room? If your 
answer is yes, consider the advantages of in- 
stalling your own individual plastic or metal tile. 

A wall surfaced with such tile is easy to clean. 
It is unharmed by high humidity. Installation is 
relatively easy for the unskilled handy man. The 
tile itself is not expensive. 

Plastic tile gives you a durable, lightweight 
wall surface. The color goes through each tile, 
so it won't chip. To install it, you'll need a level, 


putty knife, adhesive spreader, and coping saw. 

Metal tile—either steel or aluminum with a 
baked enamel finish—calls for the same tools, 
except that you cut it with a hack saw. Metal 
tile is rigid and fireproof. 

Both types are usually available in 4!5- or 6- 
inch squares. In plastic, one type has interlock- 
ing edges to help you line it up. Another comes 
with adhesive applied; you soak off a paper 
backing and put up the tile. You can also buy 
special corner, cap, base, and ceiling strips. 


Old wall must be dry, firm, clean, and level. If wall 
is bad, replace plaster with stiff building board. 
Otherwise, level high spots with coarse sandpaper. 
Patch holes and cracks. Fill large holes with plaster- 
board (pictured) and level with patching plaster. 
Scrape of wallpaper, loose paint. Wash away grease 
and dirt. Roughen glossy paint with coarse sand- 
paper. Mastic levels pits, bumps of 1/16 inch or less 
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Accurate starting point is essential. If you tile part 
way up a wall, measure up 10, 12, or what-have- 
you times width of tile, plus width of cap tile and 
feature strip. Base strip, glued to face of bottom 
row, compensates for small errors. If tile is laid in 
straight columns, establish vertical line near a corner, 
and work from this line as well. Avoid thin slivers of 
tile; it's better to trim a row of tile at both corners 


Use a level to establish line marking top of tiled 
wainscot. This will assure horizontal first row. If you 
butt tile in succeeding rows tightly, they too will 
be horizontal. In floor-to-ceiling installations, estab- 
lish level line one tile-width from ceiling as starting 
point, filling in gap at the top after first row is laid

To speed work, slap mastic 
on wall with a broad putty 
knife, then distribute it with 
spreader.

I think you can see what it did,

him as they tucked him into bed. 
But self-belief isn’t the whole of 
security, alone. It must be backed 
up with what a man knows, what 
he is. And these things are not 
taught so much as they are infused. 
They seep in through the countless, 
monotonous little things of every- 
day life, repeated again and again. 
How better to teach a kid honesty 
than to have him along when you 
hand back the extra change the 
clerk has mistakenly given you? 
How better to teach him to do his 
share than to roll up your sleeves 
beside him to wash the dishes or 
saw the firewood in deer camp? 


Robert, for example, has always 
admired physical toughness, forti- 
tude. The border country is no 
place for a softy. ““I went on a seed- 
buying trip with him once, and he 
liked to killed me,” one of his co- 
workers said not long ago, a lean, 
dry Swede of 6'3’. He shook his 
head at the memory. “We went 
out through the Dakotas, up 
through Saskatchewan and AIl- 
berta, across the Blueberry Moun- 
tains on a bulldozer trail, and up 
through the Peace River country, 
where it gets to 52 below and you 
eat moose steaks 2 inches thick. We 
had great distances between stops, 
and Robert would work all day 
and drive all night. I used to watch 
him, driving, at night, mile after 
mile straight down the road, and 
I swear to.God he was asleep. 
He felt fine. I was dead. In two 
weeks we hit bed only twice.” But 
nobody can recall Robert's ever 
having said a word to his kids 
about toughness. They've got it, 
but they got it by going along and 
taking things as they came. 
Robert’s family used to think he 
was too hard on the kids. “I can 
remember my mother and aunts 
talking about it,” one of his broth- 
ers said recently. ““They said it was 
a shame. He wouldn't let the kids 
fuss or whimper no matter how 
the mosquitoes were biting or how 
the bush was slapping them across 
the face. He'd tell them to button 
up.” 


A blizzard howled down on him, 
the boys, and three of their uncles 
as they were going in to deer camp 
in 1940, the year Bobby was 13. 
“The snow was knee-deep, and 
our truck stalled in a drift about 
7 miles out of camp,” Uncle 
Thomas recalls. ““We loaded the 
gear on our backs—the guns, 
sleeping bags, cooking stuff, and 
food for a week—and for eight 
hours we stumbled through the 
blizzard packing in. But our cabin 
wasn’t there. All that was left was 
the clearing and a few half-burned 
logs and the 50-gallon oil drum 
we used as a stove. We shouldered 
our packs and pushed on 2 miles 
to where there had been a shack. 
The shack was there, but no stove. 
We were sitting around trying to 
figure out how to build a fire with- 
out burning the shack down, too 
pooped to care much, and Albert

and Bobby struck out for our old 
camp to get the oil drum. I started 
after Bobby, but Robert grabbed 
me and pulled me back. ‘Let him 
go,’ he said. ‘You trying to spoil 
his fun?” They got back after mid- 
night, carrying the 75-pound 
drum. Bobby could hardly stand 
up, but he was glowing. He was 
on the driving line next morning 
at dawn. I guess the hunt that year 
was about the best we ever had.” 


Seortty after the Davidses moved 
to Minneapolis, in the winter of 
1945, Uncle Richard, who was in 
the A.A.F. at the time, stopped 
off to see them. Charles was in the 
hospital; and Reita, a gangling, 
blithe girl of 12, had been getting 
up at five each morning to carry 
Charles’ paper route to earn the 
money. Uncle Richard, to be 
helpful, got up to drive Reita in 
the car. “She was the only one 
who knew which houses got pa- 
pers,” he says, “‘and she insisted I 
just stay in the car and drive. I re- 
member how cold it was because I 
was downtown later that day and 
a man on the elevator said it had 
warmed up nice, up to 6 below, 
and the man with him said, ‘Yah, 
it’s getting sultry out, isn’t it?” But 
Reita was having a fine time, tell- 
ing me funny incidents about 
school all the time she was in the 
car, and running back and forth 
rabbitlike through a foot of fresh 
snow. We had been out better than 
an hour, and one place Reita came 
to they opened the door and she 
went in. I sat in the dark in the car, 
thinking the people must be very 
nice, taking her in to get warm, 
and hoping she would come out 
to finish the job before I froze. 
And then she did come out, with- 
out her coat, laughing. ‘Aren’t 
you coming in for breakfast?’ she 
said. It wasn’t until then, so stupid 
was I with cold, that I realized we 
were home.” 


A couple of years ago Uncle 
Thomas and Richard took Reita 
duck hunting up near the border. 
The ducks were out on the water 
but wouldn’t decoy in. Richard, 
who keeps his ears warm when 
hunting not by covering them but 
by stuffing a little wool out of the 
bottom of somebody's pockets into 
them, pointed out that by hunker- 
ing down they could slip around 
through the marsh grass and wade 
out to the ducks unseen. It worked 
well except that the late-October 
water was soon over their waders 
and inching up past their waists. 
Thomas, who had hunted north- 
ern Minnesota winters for 40 years, 
turned back. But Reita followed 
Richard until they were within 
range, and stood there in water up 
to her chest, firing her gun. Un- 
fortunately, she didn’t hit a thing. 

Bobby was discharged from the 
Navy in 1946, at San Francisco, 
and the rest of the family excitedly 
headed west in the car to pick him 
up, rolling their sleeping bags out 
on the ground at night to cut ex- 
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penses. In Montana, Helene, a 
small, dainty girl, then 15, doubled 
up with abdominal pain. At the 
hospital the doctors said her ap- 
pendix would have to come out 
immediately. Robert started to 
write out a wire telling Bobby to 
come home by train. 

“Don’t do that, Daddy,” Hel 
ene said. ““Bobby hasn’t seen any 
of you for more than a year.” 

Robert looked at Anna, and 
Anna shook her head. 

“Charles and Reita have been 
counting on going for a long time, 
Mama,” Helene said. 

The doctor came then, and the 
nurses, and Robert and Anna went 
down to the waiting room and sat 
and looked at the walls and the 
ceiling and the trees outside and 
tried not to think of anything. It 
didn’t take long. The doctor came 
down, still in his white gown, and 
said everything had gone fine. “By 
the way,” he said, “‘she started 
talking to me as soon as you left. 
I think she’s right. We'll take good 
care of her. Wait a day if you want, 
but then why don’t you go on?” 

Robert never sent Bobby the 
wire. Instead, he went down to the 
airlines office and bought Helene 
a ticket to be used later, one pas- 
sage home. She always had wanted 
to fly somewhere in a big plane. 


I, is quite the custom now for 
speakers, after a good steak dinner, 
to charge that American youth has 
lost its ingenuity, its courage, its 
enterprise; all it wants is a soft, 
secure spot to stay put In. 

Bobby and Charles had an enter- 
prise of their own, dealing with 
grownups, when they were 13 and 
15. Robert was managing a seed 
marketing cooperative at Williams, 
Minnesota, at the time.

$3,696. 

And because a man had had his 
leg cut off, they also had a potato 
farm. That part of Minnesota, 
Lake of the Woods County, is one 
of the best seed-potato areas in the 
world. One of the growers, William 
Adriance, injured his leg. Gan- 
grene developed, and the doctors 
amputated. Adriance hobbled into 
Robert’s office one day and asked 
if Robert and the boys would like 
to buy him out. They would. That 
first year, to build up the soil and a 
stock of seed potatoes for bigger 
operations the next year, they put 
in 190 acres of legumes and 22 
acres of Irish cobblers and _ pro- 
duced better than five carloads of 
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certified disease-free seed. Bobby 
was going into the Navy, but 
Charles, in school at Crookston by 
that time, was to come home weck- 
ends, and he and Robert would 
manage alone. Their enterprise 


looked fine. 


Bu it wasn't to be. The college 
hospital at Crookston telephoned 
Robert one spring afternoon and 
asked him to come down. Charles 
had come in with the flu, and as a 
matter of routine they had X-rayed 
his chest, and the X-ray showed 
tuberculosis in both lungs. It 
rained that night, Robert recalls, 
a cold, steady, soggy rain; and it 
was still raining next day as he and 
Anna drove Charles home through 
the mud. Anna says it was one of 
the few times she has ever seen 
Robert licked. He went down to 
his office next day and sold the 
farm and seed stock. 

In a few days, however, Charles 
was teasing his sisters and arguing 
to get out of bed, and the family 
doctor was thumping and thump- 
ing and looking perplexed. He and 
Robert phoned the hospital. Could 
there have been a mistake? 

Right after the hospital called 
back, Robert went home. There 
are people in Williams who still 
say it’s lucky the town is too small 
to have a cop. Robert went through 
the door shouting, ‘“‘Anna. 
Anna!” He caught her by the arm 
and pulled her into Charles’ room. 
Reita and Helene were right be- 
hind. ‘“‘Charles,”’ Robert said, “‘get 
out of bed.” “What are you crying 
about, Daddy?” Charles _ said. 
Charles stood on his big bare feet, 
a tall, gangling, towheaded kid, 
even at 16 almost as tall as his 
father. He and Anna and Reita 
and Helene were looking at Rob- 
ert, waiting, and Robert couldn't 
say anything. ‘““What’s up, Dad- 
dy?” Charles said. Robert got hold 
of himself. ““They made a mistake 
at Crookston,” he said. ‘““They had 
another student’s X-ray. Yours 
didn’t show a thing.” 

Robert and Anna walked almost 
to the Lake of the Woods that 
night, and home again, along the 
rutted, graveled roads smelling of 
spring; and they didn’t have to 
say a thing. 

Seed-potato prices went wild 
that year—$5 a hundredweight 
and the fellow who bought the 
boys’ farm paid for it twice over

Vernon, Texas, with a new $2,700 
truck and a $4,000 combine. He 
went over to the Lutheran Church 
his first Sunday in Vernon, and 
there an elderly German farm 
couple took such a shine to him 
that they invited him to come out 
to stay with them until the wheat 
was ripe. Bobby spent a month 
there, lining things up, helping the 
old couple, and sitting down along 
the Pease River catfishing. When 
the wheat began to ripen, he wired 
Charles, still in high school, and 
together they started north. They 
had equipped their combine with 
lights, and the trick was to work 
day and night and move north just 
ahead of the competition. Two 
months later they ended the season 
in North Dakota, sold their com- 
bine, and drove home with their 
debts paid and $4,000 profit. 


Back home Robert and Anna 
had another project started. They 
had acquired five acres in Brooklyn 
Center, just northwest of Minne- 
apolis, and a set of house plans. 
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And that fall and winter, after 
work and school and on weekends, 
they and their four children, and a 
couple of carpenters they had off 
and on, built a_ three-bedroom 
house. Anna would come out with 
dinner in a basket, to save time, 
and they would work through to 
ten, sometimes to midnight. There 
wasn’t enough earth to grade the 
yard up properly around the rear 
of the house, so Robert rented a 
bulldozer and brought some up 
from the rear of their lot, where a 
little stream ran through. It made 
quite an unsightly hole, and they 
kept worrying about it and how the 
mosquitoes would breed. Robert 
said they had always wanted a lake 
of their own, hadn’t they, and 
went out and cranked up the bull- 
dozer and bulldozed and_bull- 
dozed until he got it.

The Davidses moved into their 
house two years ago, before it 
was quite finished, and it has hard- 
ly had a static moment since. The 
children and their friends were 
square-dancing in the double 
garage, three squares, when the 
garage was the only thing up. 

Robert’s brother Richard and I 
dropped in one night last Novem- 
ber on our way north to Robert’s 
deer camp. It was about 2 a.m. 
We went in the back way, quietly, 
and bumped into Robert and 
Anna sleeping on a day bed in the 
utility room. Duke, the Davidses’ 
big German Shorthair Pointer, 
came out and worried at my gloves 
until Robert said to give them to 
the dog and he’d take them into 
the living room for me. ‘‘He’s our 
greeter,” Robert said. “He will 
take caps and gloves but he likes 
pocketbooks best.” I went into the 
living room. A hunter I hadn't 
known before came out of Robert 
and Anna’s bedroom, pulling on 
his wool shirt. A couple of minutes 
later another came from some- 
where, stretching sleepily. It de- 
veloped that a couple of others had 
been sleeping at the Davids house 
earlier in the night but had already 
pulled out in the truck. Anna came 
into the kitchen in her housecoat 
and started frying bacon and eggs 
and laying out a spread. Bobby 
told me later that things were 
usually like that, but mostly be- 
cause of the kids. “‘Reita and 
Helene had 16 girls here for a 
slumber party Saturday night,” he 
said. He said things had been so 
busy with people coming and go- 
ing in the last week that Robert 
and Anna had slept in their own 
bed only twice. 


“ 
When we were living up 


north,” Bobby said, ‘‘Mama al- 
ways had a brood of 4-H girls or 
Girl Scouts around. There was 
only one group of each in town, 
and Mama had them both. We 
used to tell her there were a lot of 
other people who had more time, 
and there were, but somehow it 
was Mama who had them. To earn 
money, the Girl Scouts used to 
work up cedar wreaths on card- 
board frames. They made them in 
our living room and sold them for 
a quarter, and our living room 
used to be littered with cedar for 
cs before Christmas every year. 
smelled wonderful. You can 
dig cedar from behind the 
cushions of our sofa. Mama never 
has been able to get it all out.” 
Chere was a little portable organ 
in the living room that night. I 
asked about it. ““That’s got to go 
back to the Minneapolis school 
system,” Bobby said. “‘Reita met a 
young couple down at the church— 
displaced persons—and they were 
going to get married. But they 
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didn’t know much of anybody and 
were lonely and kind of scared. So 
Reita kind of took them over, bor- 
rowed the organ, got our minister 
to come out, and got them mar- 
ried off here in our living room, 
with flowers and fanfare and wed- 
ding cake and guests. She ought 
to get that organ back ; 


I was going through Minneapo- 
lis a couple of months after the 
hunting trip, on a Sunday, and 
Anna said to come over for dinner. 
Bobby’s girl friend was there for 
dinner; and right after dinner the 
Redeemer Lutheran Church hock- 
ey team began turning up, boys of 
18 to 24. There were 14 of them 
that day. They changed into their 
old clothes and put on their skates 
in the utility room and went crawl- 
ing across the kitchen on their 
hands and knees to the dining 
room, and across the dining room 
to the door that opened out to the 
terrace and the rink. Anna was 
clearing Sunday dinner away, 
stepping around the boys; and they 
would say, ““Hi, Mrs. Davids,” and 
crawl on. Helene’s boy friend came 
to take Helene skiing. He hadn’t 
eaten yet, but Helene had kept 
things warm for him, and he ate in 
the kitchen while Reita mixed up a 
big applesauce cake. Reita bakes 
one each Sunday for the hockey 
team before putting on her own 
skates to join them, and afterward 
all the boys come in bruised and 
tired from the rink and eat the 
cake and drink coffee Anna makes, 
and then spend the evening doing 
whatever turns up. After Reita had 
got out of the kitchen, Robert and 
Anna began to wash the dinner 
dishes, watching out the window 
to see how the game was going. 

Robert started to show me the 
big home freezer the children had 
given them for Christmas. They 
had schemed on it for a couple of 
months before they got it, he said, 
but it was still a secret at Christ- 
mas. Reita hadn’t had enough for 
her share. She had been working in 
a florist shop after school, but she 
had also been reading to elderly 
ladies in a Minneapolis hospital; 
and when she learned that one of 
them had only a couple of months 
to live, and that her daughter had 
just been killed in an auto accident, 
she had started spending most ot 
her earnings on flowers to take 
along. Bobby had lent her her 
share for the freezer, and she had 
lined up a job for next summer in 
a nursery taking care of children 
to earn enough to pay him back. 

Robert said there were still a 
few things unfinished about the 
house. ‘‘I should have been work- 
ing on it yesterday afternoon,” he 
said, “but I got out there helping 
the kids shovel the snow off the 
rink so it would be clean today and 
I never did get back.” 

“Hurry up with wiping the 
dishes,” Anna said. “Those 18 
kids will soon be in here for that 
applesauce cake.”

A, home-workshop machines, the drill press is most 


versatile. It consistently works outside its field. In addition to

Most presses have cone pulleys, so the speed can be varied. 


Hardwoods and metals require slow drill speeds; softer mate- 


rials take higher speeds. 


Heart of the drill press is the spindle assembly, driven from 
the top by one of the pulleys. Upper 


How to drill. To avoid marring table with drill, use 
wood block under work, set stroke to stop short of 
table. Clamp work to table if possible. Use carbon- 
steel drills for wood, soft metal; high-speed steel drills 
for hard metal, plastics. To put drill bit in chuck, 
twist chuck until jaws open. Insert drill shank, cen- 
ter it, and tighten jaws firmly with the chuck wrench

part of the spindle is grooved lengthwise so that it may be 
keyed to the power source. This gives positive drive, 
yet allows spindle to slide up and down. At the base of 
spindle is the chuck, a clamping device to hold drills. 
Asteel sleeve, the quill, supports the spindle. A hand lev- 
er, meshing with teeth or quill, raises and lowers quill and 
spindle to press drill into material being worked. Spring 
returns quill to high position when you release lever. 
Small lever locks quill and spindle for routing or sanding. 
Size of a drill is twice the distance from spindle center 
to edge of upright column. Thus, a 15-inch press will be 
7% inches from column to spindle center. Commonest 
sizes are between 11 and 15 inches, will drill up to 44-inch 
holes in metal, 2-inch holes in wood. Average drill can be 
pressed to a depth of 4 inches in one complete stroke. 
You can buy a floor-type drill press, or one with short- 
er column to mount on your workbench. Not including 
the motor, you can pay from around $30 to more than 
$100, depending on the size and quality of the machine. 





Cylinders. Any cylindrical object to be drilled must be sup- 
ported so it won't roll sideways. A V-block or an X-shaped 
block like this will hold it. Make block of hardwood, and 
use a clamp on all but smallest holes or softest materials 


Glass. Drilling of glass is sim- 
ple operation. Use brass tubing 
with outside diameter the size 
of hole wanted. Cut slight slot 
with hack saw in one end of 
tube (left). Block up glass ona 
flat board. Build dam of putty 
around hole position; then 
feed thin medium-grit valve- 
grinding compound within dam 
as the tube is pressed lightly 
against the glass. Set the belt 
on pulleys for a medium speed

Large holes. Use the lowest 
speed for drilling a large hole 
with an expansive bit; the 
strain is great. Clamp work 
securely, and advance drill 
slowly. If bit has a lead screw, 
file threads away, or they may 
pull bit into wood too rapidly 
and stall spindle. Or else drill 
a pilot hole the diameter of the 
screw. Cutters of this type will 
work in hard- or softwood, any 
plastic, or even in sheet metal 





Tiny holes. It's easy to drill holes 1/16 inch or less, since 
chuck does not wobble or wander. Hold or clamp work secure- 
ly, and feed lightly at top speed. Raise drill often. Never 
chuck small drill so deep that chuck jaws grip cutting edges 
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Spacing holes. Simple jigs save 
time and insure accuracy when 
you must drill many duplicate 
pieces or space many holes in 
a single piece. Here, a fence 
with a fixed pointer (bent nail) 
is used to space a line of holes 
being drilled in side of block

Shaping, planing, With special fence attached to table and cutters 
replacing chuck, drill press is efficient shaper. Feed work from left to right 
against fence. Spring fingers (one lifted to show cutter like one on table) 
help hold work against table and fence. Use highest speed. With 
straight knives, cutter will edge-plane boards up to 1 inch thick. Use 
knob (right) to set fence for depth of planing cut; feed from left to right 


Square holes, slots. Mortising 
attachments (fence, hollow 
chisel and bit, chisel socket, 
and hold-down) adapt drill 
press to cut square, clean holes 
and mortise slots.

To receive favorable notice for 
something he does well 

Feelings of inferiority cause a lot 
of maladjustment. You can reduce 
this danger for your youngster by 
seeing that he succeeds more often 
than he fails. Your attitude toward 
schoolwork is important.

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Let vour baby know you love him

quite satisfied with him. How can he ever 


face the world with confidence, when he

1. your heart you know it—that yours is the 
best baby in the whole world. You wouldn’t 
exchange him for any other. But he must 
know you know it... not necessarily that you 
think he’s the smartest baby or the prettiest. 
His own intelligence and beauty don’t mean 
much to him. But your glee at his antics, your 
wide-eyed admiration for his progress, your 
pride in him for what he is, your baby—these 
are important! 

None of us ever intentionally makes a baby 
feel unwanted. But if we’re tense because 
we're new at parenthood; if we expect be- 
havior that’s perfect; if we’re disappointed to 
have a boy instead of a girl (or vice versa); 
if we're surprised that he’s a brunette instead 
of a blonde like the rest of the family, or 
chagrined because he looks like a not-so- 
favorite in-law . . . any of these feelings may 
show up in our behavior. And they'll affect 
the baby. 

To be miffed because a baby is not of the 
desired sex is plainly absurd. But how many 
times we hear prospective parents say, “It just 
has to be a boy!” or “Tl die if it isn’t a girl 
this time.”? When nature doesn’t cooperate, it 
often takes such parents a long time to swal- 
low their unjustified disappointment. Such 
parents usually give the newcomer the best of 
care physically, but the vision of the longed-for 
football player or fairy daughter often rises to 
tantalize them. The tragedy is that even very 
small babies can come to feel they have 
failed, that somehow their mother or dad 
doesn't like them. 


Rejecting a baby because he isn’t good- 
looking seems ridiculous, too. But it often 
happens. Mothers and fathers who have fixed 
in their minds a picture of prettiness have 
difficulty warming up to a child that turns out 
decidedly plain. 

These parents must remember that a pretty 
baby doesn’t always become a handsome 
grownup. Conversely, unattractive babies 
may become striking-looking adults. If some 
one feature—eyes, nose, ears—seems too 
prominent, remember that the youngster will 
probably grow to fit it. 

Some one feature may seem a hopeless mis- 
fortune for a baby, but prove an asset when 
he grows up. Think of famous figures in 
history. Try to picture them as babies. Few of 
them would have won any contests. George 


can’t please his own mother and father? 


Washington’s aquiline nose was no thing of 
beauty when he was small—but imagine how 
much less impressive George would have 
looked with a snub nose! 

And if your baby resembles an unpopular 
relative, don’t let that bother you, either. By 
the time he’s a few months older, he’ll have 
become so much an individual in his own 
right you'll decide that you imagined the 
likeness to Uncle Joe. 

If you are exhausted, worried over family 
difficulties, resentful because the baby inter- 
feres with plans, your baby may feel rejected. 
If you are tired or worried, it zs hard to relax 
and enjoy your baby. And if you feel tied 
down and ready to scream if you see another 
diaper, some of your frustration is bound to 
spill over and make your baby unhappy. 


But it’s so important for your baby to feel 
wholly loved and accepted that if you are 
tired constantly you must rest somehow so 
exhaustion doesn’t make you sharp-voiced 
and nervous. If you are beset by troubles, you 
should school yourself to put them out of your 
mind when you are with your baby. Other- 
wise, he will sense your tenseness and preoc- 
cupation, and will feel rejected. 

If you feel sorry for yourself because you 
never get out and never see anyone, get a 
baby sitter who can free you from your home 
and routine for a weekly afternoon or even- 
ing. If you just can’t afford or obtain a com- 
petent baby sitter, swap time with a friend 
who will watch your baby in trade for free 
time for herself while you take care of hers. 

And don’t forget that if your baby’s well you 
can bundle him up and take him with you 
lots of times. There are good portable baby 
beds on the market now. You can tuck the 
bed in the car when you go, and Baby will 
sleep peacefully in it in a darkened room while 
you refresh yourself with talk and laughter. 
Such equipment is worth buying if it helps 
you get rid of the feeling that you never have 
any fun. 


Because taking care of your baby should be 
fun—for you and for him. Fun and love and 
mutual admiration. Your baby needs your 
unqualified acceptance of him as much as he 
needs food. Without your approval to en- 
courage him, he’ll have difficulty developing 
confidence in himself.

Files are convenient, inexpensive little tools 
with a hundred uses around the home. But 
they work best if you know how to use them. 
Here is the how-to. 


Definitions 


There are dozens of kinds of files. Most 
come in 3- to 18-inch lengths, measured from 
the tip to where the tang (taper for the han- 
dle) begins. 

Each of these lengths comes in a variety of 
shapes—flat or mill, triangular, half-round, 
round, and such. 

Each of these lengths and shapes has a 
variety of teeth. If. the file has a single row 
of parallel teeth, it is called single-cut, and 
produces a smooth surface finish. If it has a 
second row of teeth crisscrossing the first, the 
file is called double-cut, and removes metal 
rapidly. 

Both single- and double-cut files commonly 
come in four degrees of coarseness—coarse 
and bastard cuts for rough, fast work; second- 
cut for more finished work; smooth-cut for a 
fine, smooth finish. 


What files do vou need? 


Usually you pick up files as you need them, 
for specific jobs. But the seven files pictured at 
the left will take care of most home filing. 

Of the three larger files, use the half-round 
bastard file for general rough, fast filing. The

handy for enlarging holes and filing smaller curved sur- 
faces. The second-cut mill file does smoother, more 
exacting work, is handy for sharpening yard tools. 

The four smaller files do smoother work and smaller 
jobs. Use the triangular file for filing small notches, cut- 
ting rectangular holes, touching up saw teeth if you hit a 
nail, straightening damaged threads. 

If you buy only two files as a starter, you'll get the 
most use out of the second-cut mill file and the triangular 
saw file. 

The cabinet rasp is added to do on wood what files do 
on metal—shaping, fitting, and smoothing tool handles, 
drawer joints, and the like. 


Tips on filing 

When you use a file, use just enough pressure to keep 
the file cutting. If you bear down too little, the file will 
slide over the metal, dulling the teeth rapidly. If you 
bear down too much, you’ll get a surface rippled like a 
lake and may chip or clog teeth. The harder the metal, 
and the more use your file has had, the more pressure 
you will need. 

Lift the file clear of the work on the backstroke. Drag- 
ging it back dulls the teeth. There is just one exception, 
When you are cutting a very soft metal that fills the 
teeth, light dragging on the backstroke helps clean the 
teeth. 

Files need breaking in. New file teeth are very sharp; 
heavy pressure may break points. Use new files on larger 
surfaces first, until they are somewhat worn. Use older 
files on narrow surfaces, thin edges, soft metals. 

New files come oiled to prevent rusting, usually can be 
used as they come. But when you file hard metal, you 
must get the oil off or the file will slip, not bite, thus dull- 
ing teeth. To remove oil, rub chalk or charcoal into the 
teeth and clean it out with the file card. 


One-hand grip. An extended 
forefinger gives greater control 
for such one-handed filing jobs 
as sharpening a bit. Special 
files are made for filing such 
metals as stainless steel, brass, 
lead, and aluminum. Stainless 
steel and brass are tough and

The war tossed our house plans 
into the “hold” file. But after the 
war we needed a place to live while 
my husband, Charles, studied 
pharmacy. 

So we had bids submitted for 
remodeling a small summer house 
we owned in Covington, Kentucky. 
The size of the bids made us de- 
cide to do the work ourselves 

We started by laying hard- 
wood flooring in the single 24x16- 
foot room of the cabin—which 
was to become our living-dining 
room. It turned out so well we 
gained courage to go on. 

Then came a more difficult job 

digging out under the building 
for the basement. Charles first 
tried using a tractor, but ended by 
renting a team of horses and a 
scoop shovel. He did the job a 
second time, after spring rains 
crumbled the earth walls. 

Although we hired a little help, 
the work dragged on from a rainy 
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March until the next fall, with the 
bedroom, kitchen, and bathroom 
slowly taking shape. (We added a 
second bedroom for 2-vear-old 
Charles I11—Buddy—the follow- 
ing year.) 

In October, the house was far 
enough along so we could move in, 
but there still was a lot of painting 
and other finishing work to do. 
And we made money on all of it 
from buving our shrubbery direct 
from the grower and setting it out 
ourselves to painting the outside of 
the house and laying concrete. A 
contractor tells us our house is 
worth $9,500 now—not including 
the price of the land. On that basis, 
we saved about $3,000 by doing 
the work ourselves. 

When we started our project, we 
called our house ‘“‘our war home.” 
But to look at it now, you’d never 
know we remodeled it for a tem- 
porary place to live—we’re more 
than a little proud of our home.

Applying handle. Before using a file, 
fit it with a wooden handle. Pointed 
tang without a handle is uncomfort- 
able and dangerous. Insert the tang 
and rap the handle butt sharply on 
your workbench to force the tang deep 
into the handle. The deeper you drive 
tang, the less likely it will be to bend 


Removing handle. To remove a han- 
dle, grasp file as shown and rap the 
metal sleeve against a corner of the 
workbench. Never hammer on a file; 
never use a file for prying. The tang is 
soft and bends easily, but body is 
brittle, might snap and throw chips 


Cleaning. Keep files in good working 
condition by cleaning them with a file 
card—a wire brush with short, stiff 
bristles. If chips remain, dig them out 
with scorer, a soft, pointed wire at- 
tached to most file cards. Lacking a 
card, scrape wood or soft metal like 
copper across the file in direction of 
grooves. If teeth are clogged with 
wood filings, hold the file in boiling 
water, then brush it with a file card

B.. binding gives a professional look to ruffles on slip- 
covers, dressing-table skirts, curtains, bedspreads, and 
aprons. If you can’t find ready-made bias tape in the 
color and fabric you want, you can make it yourself. 
Choose a firm fabric for bands; a limp material is hard 
to cut and sew. Then follow the picture directions. 


How to make a bias strip. Straighten a crosswise end of your fabric. 
Fold this end over diagonally so crosswise and lengthwise threads are 
precisely parallel. Press the fold and cut on the pressed line. This will 
give you your first bias edge. Measure the width you want each bias 
strip to be. With a yardstick or ruler to guide you, draw chalk lines, 
making as many strips as you need. Cut evenly on all chalk lines 


How to stitch bias strips tegether. Overlap pieces so bias edges 
are in line. This means a tiny point will extend beyond each bias edge. 
Save time by joining, several pieces in one stitching line, allowing 
threads to carry along between each piecing. Clip centers of threads 
so there is enough thread end to prevent raveling. Press seams open 
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How to press bias strip. Lay bias strip on board, seam side up. 
Turn edge; press with iron. Repeat with other edge. Turn '/g-inch edges on 
firm, lightweight fabrics; '/4-inch on fabrics that stretch and are heavy 


How to use bias for binding or facing. Stitch bias down, right 
side of bias to wrong side of fabric. Make '/4-inch seam. Thin seam by 
trimming one thickness away half its width (left photograph). Turn bias 
to right side. Baste along bottom edge on wrong side (right photograph). 
Just a line of bias binding will show. Pin or baste top of band on right 
side of the material. Stitch. Bias will look like the bottom band, below 


How to space bias bands. Measure with ruler the distance apart 
you wish bands to be. Mark a dotted line with chalk to use as a guide in 
placing bias. Pin or baste the next bias band the desired distance above 
the first strip. Stitch the top edge first; then stitch the bottom edge.

Make up 
your mind, 
Mother dear

Wren Tommy comes pell-mell 
home from school with a request to 
play over at that new boy’s house, 
what do you say? When Janie 
wants to know what to wear to the 
party, what do you tell her? You 
are called upon to make dozens of 
decisions daily. How fast you do it, 
and how sensibly, makes a great 
deal of difference to your young- 
sters. : 

It’s awfully easy to confuse a 
child with indecision. If you 
flounder around before telling 
Tommy he may go and then call 
him back while you wonder aloud 
if he should change his clothes, 
you’re putting him under un- 
necessary strain. As a sort of re- 
verse aftereffect, he may decide to 
make his own decisions with fire- 
cracker speed and about as much 
accuracy. 


I you stand over Janie’s chest of 
drawers trving to decide between 
the blue dress that brings out the 
color of her eyes and the pink one 
that gives her skin a better color, 
don’t be surprised if Janie grows up 
to be vacillating, too. 

Pie or cake for dessert? Do the 
children need their coats, or are 
their sweaters warm enough? 
Should Tommy be allowed to play 
across the street, and if so, how 
long? Should Janie get the dime 
she wants, or is a nickel enough for 
a child her age? 

Sometimes indecision comes 
from trying to be a perfectionist. 
But no one has a record of perfect 
decisions. Why knock yourself out 
trving? 

You may whitth down your 
errors and your decision time if 
you'll bear in mind these tips: 

1. Plan as many of your activities as 
possible in advance. Make up your 
mind about menus and planning 
at least a day, preferably a week, 
in advance. 

2. Talk things over with your chil- 
dren and establish regular policies 
Such matters as how far to go 
from home, how promptly to come 
home from school, and how much 
money allowance, can be decided 
upon for relatively long periods as 
easily as for a day or a week.

Are you tired of nagging your 


youngsters about neatness, 


punctuality, helping? 


Try charting 


By Anne Pryor Gates 


L, steering your youngsters into good habits is hard going, 
and your family is beginning to feel temper-tossed, a system 
that has worked well at our house may be the answer for 
you. My husband and I set it up in a desperate effort to 
restore order and good humor to our family life. 

Children need to learn neatness, punctuality, good man- 
ners and attitudes. My husband and I were determined 
that ours would. But there were just too many evenings that 
found both of us limp from the day’s struggle. Not the strug- 
gle of household tasks, but the seemingly endless job of get- 
ting the children to do what they should do, on time, trying 
to encourage good habits, and striving to keep sane while 
doing it. 

My voice was actually raw, sometimes, with hailing off- 
spring from all over the lot, and nerves and tempers were 
frequently frayed by the constant reminding that seemed 
necessary to have anything accomplished. Good nights, 
when they finally came, were, like as not, accompanied with 
sighs of relief, if not scoldings for the day’s sins. Sound 
familiar? 


Finally, in desperation, Jack and I sat down to think. We 
budget our money carefully; we have to! I plan my work 
schedule through the day, and the week, or nothing would 
get done! And yet we expected the children to perform their 
many duties with no over-all plan in mind—only our con- 
stant voices, reminding, pleading, scolding, threatening. 
So the next morning, after the off-to-school rush was 
over, I sat down with pencil and paper and listed the things 
the children have to do each day—even the little things, 
such as remembering to wash their necks. And I listed each 
one’s individual characteristics that needed special atten-

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tion. Next came a list of rules to be 
heeded. It was easy then to break 
down the list of duties into groups 
that fit together—the things to re- 
member when straightening their 
rooms, the things to remember 
when washing, and the checkup 
before dashing off to school. 


As a next step, cheerful notices 
went up in four strategic places. 
Inside the bathroom door were the 
bath checks—numbered questions, 
including: “Did I brush my teeth?” 
“Did I leave a clean bathtub?” 
“Did I take all my clothes out of 
the bathroom?” The list was right 
where they'd see it when leaving 
the bathroom. 

Another list of 
the door of the bedrooms 
I hung up my clothes?” 
put all trash in trash baskets?” 
**Have I looked under the bed for 
dust—or clothes?” *‘Are the lights 
and radio off?’ These are a few of 
our questions to be asked when 
straightening the room. 

Inside the door of the down- 
stairs coat closet is the school check 
list. It includes ““Do I have my 
lunch or money?” “Do I have all 
my books and papers?” “Do I 
need pencils or paper?” “Did I 
wash my hands and brush my 
teeth?”’ It takes mere seconds to 
run through the list and pick out 
a forgotten item, and saves nerve- 
racking shouting and rushing at 
schooltime.

Bs the upstairs hall we placed 
the general rules, about bedtimes, 
deadlines for room-straightening 
and homework, reminders to 
change into play clothes after 
school, including a notice that 
room check must be O.K. before 
going out to play in the afternoon. 

There you have it—the machin- 
ery ready to go—and here’s how it 
operates. Each child has a simple 
chart. I made them on a half sheet 
of paper, with a list of 10 items 
down the left side, the days num- 
bered for a week across the top, 
and lines drawn down and across 
to make squares for a check or an 
“x,” according to performance. 
Some of the items listed are “‘room 
check,” ‘“‘school check,” ‘bath 
check,” “coming home on time,” 

“doing homework promptly,” 

“changing clothes after school,’ 
““bed on time’’—these things may 
be checked off by the youngster or 
by Mother or Dad. 


, going back to my first list, 
the children and I discussed the 
personal characteristics that 
needed working on, and included 
them in the charts. Each one needed 
different reminders—for instance, 
my 7-year-old and I agreed that 
she lost her temper too easily, so 
on her chart is a space plainly 
labeled “not getting mad’’—her 
own choice of words. For Sue, who 
never needs a reminder to be kind 
and generous (a listing on other 
charts), we included a_ space 
marked “‘neatness,” is apt 
to forget to tie her shoes, or play in 
an enticing mud bank in her good 
clothes.

since we inaugurated the chart 
system she has been meticulously 
careful to tell the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth.

Early summer—The ground has been 
rolled to firm crown back into soil and 
close cracks and air spaces. Top-dressing 
adds humus, protects roots from drying 


food will have been dissolved and washed down to the roots 
by the time the grass needs it. Besides, early feeding when 
the grass is still dormant eliminates danger of ‘“‘burning”’ 
the lawn, which sometimes results from applying certain 
plant foods later in the year. If a light layer of snow is still 
on the ground, spread the plant food right on top of it. The 
melting snow will help dissolve it and wash it into the soil. 
On slopes, though, it’s best to wait until the snow is gone so 
that the plant food isn’t carried off. 

Any one of the well-known general-purpose plant foods 
is suitable for use on lawns. You'll find recommended rates 
of application on the bag; usually it is about 4 or 5 pounds 
to every 100 square feet of lawn. 

Or you can purchase special lawn foods which contain 
a higher percentage of nitrogen. They are more expensive, 
but you need less of them. Still less will be needed if you use 
one of the concentrated plant foods which are dissolved in 
water and applied as a liquid.

W. were living in a one-room 


mountain cabin. 

There was no inside plumbing, 
the nearest neighbors were 5 
miles away, rains washed out the 
road, and our daughter had to 
walk 214 miles to the school bus 

Cold nights we huddled around 
the stove. And while we were there, 
we drew plans for the home we 
wanted. We didn’t know much 
about building costs, so we put in 
all the things we wanted—20- and 
14-foot glass walls, a 30-foot 
covered terrace, and built-ins all 
through the house. 

We're living in our new home 
now, but a lot happened between 
the time we drew up our plans, and 
now: I learned to be a contractor; 
my husband, Chuck, became a 
carpenter; quarts of paint have 
come and gone from our arms and 
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hands. Here’s the story of our 
house. 

By spring of 1947 we had our 
building site, and had found a 
small place to live, only 8 miles 
from our lot. I had taken our plans 
to a designer, Herbert Gerhardt of 
Monrovia, who adjusted them to 
comply with local building codes, 
and who drew the elevations. We 
were ready to build. 

So we thought. 

Out of 14 bids from contractors, 
$12,500 was the lowest. Others 
ranged up to $14,500. And $8,000 
was the most we could raise. 

Chuck said we’d have to leave 
out all extras—the glass walls, the 
built-in bathroom-alcove dressing 
room, the ceiling beams, the 10- 
foot linen closet and the brick wall 
and fireplace.

I didn’t say anything—right 
then. 

Instead, I had the local lumber- 
yard make a list of the materials 
we would need, and their cost. In 
eight days I talked with 45 sub- 
contractors. The lowest bids totaled 
$9,060—still $1,060 over our limit. 
So I subtracted finish carpenters, 
painters, and cleanup crew, bring- 
ing the cost down to $8,040, and 
showed the result to Chuck, point- 
ing out that we could have the 
home we wanted 
we didn’t mind working for it. 


Lm afraid he wasn’t too enthusi- 
astic about the idea of greenhorns 
undertaking such a large project. 
His job—as he pointed out—takes 
all his time, he didn’t know one 
end of a hammer from the other, 
and all my painting had been on 
paper or canvas. He gave in only 
after I promised to oversee the 
work. 

My initiation as a contractor was 
violent. It was almost impossible 


and extras—if 


to get building supplies, and con- 
tractors were taking fromsix months 
to a year to complete houses. 

I fought, threatened, and pleaded 
for supplies and speed. 

I spent eight hours a day on the 
job, hauling lumber, painting, 
cleaning up, and explaining our 
plans to the rough-in carpenters. 


1 when I was told I couldn’t 
get grooved plywood for the living- 
room walls, I borrowed the lumber 
company’s truck and Chuck and I 
drove—to another yard—for it. 

If electricians or plumbers didn’t 
show up, I made their lives so un- 
comfortable by telephone that they 
were on the job the next morning. 
I was surprised to find that those I 
bullied the most became good 
friends. 

Our own work progressed slow- 
ly at first, but speeded as we got 
practice—and as we made fewer 
mistakes. 

Chuck’s finish work included 
windows, doors, paneling—all car-

pentry, in fact, but the framing 
He learned by watching men at 
work on new homes being built 
in the neighborhood, and anyone 
who had ever successfully nailed 
two boards together became a 
target for his questions. Much of 
his advice came from our cabinet- 
maker. 

Although a house seems a very 
large project to practice on, the 
mistakes were few. There were 
doors that had to be hung two oi 
three times, a sliding door that 
wouldn’t slide, and baseboards 
that didn’t quite meet in corners 
Chuck spent hours trying different 
ways of putting the plywood panel- 
ing together so the joints wouldn't 
show. Because of that, we don’t 
care to correct one of our mistakes: 
My sweater, a hammer, and a saw 
were left inside a wall, and paneled 
over. 

My job was with brushes and 
paint cans. Often, while painting 
the eaves, I wished I were. taller 
than my 5 feet, 1 inch. 

After getting the necessary three 
coats on the exterior, I found the 
inside woodwork easy 


W. had broken ground for our 
home April 1, 1947, and we moved 
in July 1—three months later. That 
was almost unheard-of speed at the 
time. 

The completed house cost $8,160 
(including special paneling which 
cost $96 more than the type we 
originally planned to use). 

It wouldn’t be true if I said we 
liked blistered hands, having to 
remedy mistakes made while half- 
asleep on the job, and cold meals in 
a cold house. 

We would have liked a contrac- 
tor to do the worrying for us, but 
we had made our choice between 
a very plain house and the home 
we had planned in that uncom- 
fortable cabin. 

By doing for ourselves what we 
couldn’t afford to have done, we 
saved $4,436. But the knowledge 
gained was worth more than the 
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time spent. Adding our labor to the 
cost of the house would be like re- 
ceiving pay for attending school. 


Points you'll want to 
remember in building 


your own home 


We're not recommending that 
you go into the contracting busi- 
ness—even on your bwn home. It’s 
a trade full of pitfalls. But if you’re 
thinking of striking out for yourself, 
here are some suggestions for you 
to keep in mind: 


1. Learn everything you can about 
how houses are built, about the 
materials that go into them, about 
the people who build them. 

2. Set up, and follow, a detailed 
timetable. This will ensure that 
workmen aren’t on the job before 
you’re ready for them, and that 
the job will keep moving. 


3. Make sure materials are ready 
for the workmen when they arrive. 


4. Keep accurate records of all 
your dealings and agreements 


5. Lay out the work carefully in 
advance, so all will be covered by 
contracts, and to avoid differences 
between subcontractors. 


6. Don’t be nosy, but regular in- 
spections will assure you that 
agreements are being adhered to. 


Don’t be a know-it-all. Being 
friendly with your subcontractors 
will pay you well. 


8. Know the men you deal with. 
Check each subcontractor’s credit 
rating and reputation. Even then, 
put your agreements in writing. 


9. Know where you stand legally. 
Forethought regarding contracts, 
specifications, codes, and insurance 
can save you many a headache.

Bun Homes & Gardens Five Star Home No. 2003 
saves money by no miracle products or techniques. In- 
stead, it gains economy by combining standard low-cost 
materials in a way that takes a minimum of high-priced 
labor, but adds up to comfort and livability. 

Although the house was built in Baton Rouge, Lou- 
isiana, for just over $5,000, it offers this space: A living 
room big enough for seven tables of bridge, two bed- 
rooms, stepsaving kitchen-dining room, and a carport 
that doubles as porch. Separating those areas are storage 
walls, every compartment planned for a specific use. All 
rooms have big windows; roof overhangs, trellises pro- 
tect windows from sun and rain. 

These features make the house the bargain it is: 

A floating concrete slab floor without foundation walls. 
This 4-inch slab is laid on gravel, is waterproofed by a lay- 
er of builder’s paper and hot tar, and insulated by com- 
position board. Floating slab eliminates need for base- 
ment and foundation walls, has been used successfully in 
the North Central States. 

Concrete block walls. Use of 6-inch blocks saves money 
and floor space over customary 8-inch blocks furred for 
plaster. Walls have two coats of waterproofing cement 
paint outside, one inside plus two coats of oil-base paint. 
Blocks form the finished wall surface, both inside and out, 
need only occasional painting. 

Roof trusses. Use of trusses instead of standard joist-and- 
rafter construction eliminates the need for bearing parti- 
tions. You save both on materials and labor. 

Few doors. There are only four doors: one each to make 
bedrooms and bath private, and a fourth which acts as 
both main and service entrance.

duce the selling price of your property. Thus, using the 
example above, if you sold your home for $15,000 and 
paid dealer’s commission of $750, $25 for advertising, 
$20 for abstract, and recording fee of $5, your selling 
price for tax purposes would be reduced to $14,200. Your 
gain (assuming a cost of $11,000) would then be $3,200. 


Don’t sell before six months 


If you sell your home at a loss, the revenue laws don’t 
allow you to deduct that loss. Any gain, however, is tax- 
able. In this respect you’re less fortunate than the owner 
of rental property, who can deduct his entire loss in the 
year of sale. But you do have this consolation: if you have 
owned your home longer than six months, any profit on 
the sale of that, home is long-term capital gain, only 50 
percent of which constitutes taxable income. 

For example, in the illustration above we arrived at 
an actual gain of $3,200. Now, assuming that the home was 
owned by the seller more than six months before the sale, 
that gain then becomes a long-term capital gain and only 
one-half, or $1,600, is taxable income. So don’t be too 
hasty to resell your home when prices are rising. Failure 
to hold your house six months can be expensive. 

If you’re in the upper surtax brackets you may, by an 
alternate computation, limit your tax on long-term capi- 
tal gains to 25 percent of the actual gain, although your 
ordinary income is taxed at much higher rates. 


Spread your payments out 


But this isn’t all you can do to save taxes on the sale of 
your home. Income tax rates are progressive, so that the 
tax on a dollar earned by a taxpayer in the $5,000 brack- 
et is considerably less than the tax on a dollar earned by 
a taxpayer in the $15,000 bracket—in fact, about one- 
half. It is frequently to a taxpayer’s advantage, there- 
fore, to spread his income over a period of more than one 
year, whenever possible, and thus get lower surtax rates. 
Also, if you foresee lower tax rates in the future, postpone- 
ment of income subject to tax is even more attractive. 

When you sell your home you may spread your gain 
over a period of years if you meet one requirement: 
arrange that the initial cash payment plus all subsequent 
payments during the year of the sale does not exceed 30 
percent of the selling price. The sale is then termed an 
‘installment sale,’ and you report your capital gain 
proportionately as collections are made during the term 
of the contract, instead of reporting it all at once. 


You may save by renting your property 

In a period of falling prices it may be to your advantage 
first to rent your property before you sell. You should be 
able to deduct a loss on the sale of rental property, 
whereas if you lose on the sale of your personal residence 
you would receive no deduction. Nothing short of an 
actual rental, however, will let you deduct a loss. Al- 
though you need not rent your home for any particular 
length of time in order to establish it as rental property, 
merely abandoning your home as a residence and adver- 
tising it for rent is not sufficient. 

If you rent your home before selling it, the basis for 
computing your loss becomes its fair market value upon 
the date of its conversion to rental property (if that value 
is lower than your cost), less depreciation after conver- 
sion. If you do rent your home, it may be well to have an 
appraisal made then to avoid any future controversy. 

If only part of your property—say, a room or a garage 

is rented and you live in the remainder, then you may 
deduct from your gross income repairs and maintenance 
expenses for the rented portion, together with a propor- 
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tionate part of the depreciation on the entire house.

ductible proportionately. These deductions, along with 
other business expenses and losses, represent costs of 
producing income. As such, they are offset against your 
gross income, rather than listed under ‘“‘Deductions’”’ on 
your income tax return.

iF you own one of the thousands of bungalows built 
during the boom of the 1920’s, you know that house 
styles change. 

There are two things you can do about it. If you have 
plenty of money, you can abandon your old bungalow 
like a sinking ship, and move into a new house. 

But if you find cash hard to come by, consider re- 
modeling. Sometimes a few comparatively inexpensive 
changes can make an old bungalow as up to date as the 
last tick of your watch. 

Typical is the home of Mr. and Mrs. John Lantz near 
Ada, Ohio. Like most houses built shortly after World 
War I, it had a big front porch. A porch was a pleasant 
institution; you could sit there on a summer evening and 
chat quietly with friends strolling by. 

Then everyone bought a car. You didn’t know most of 
the people driving by, and you didn’t like to inhale the 
fumes from passing cars. You began to notice how much 
sunlight the porch blocked out of the living room. So 
the front porch lost favor. 


When the Lantzes remodeled, they tore off their front 
porch. The two front rooms downstairs became one big, 
well-lighted living room, with the off-center front door 
balanced by a large picture window. 

In the downstairs shake-up, a second living room be- 
came a dining room, the dining room became a kitchen, 
the kitchen became a bedroom, and a storeroom became 
a downstairs bathroom—all with a minimum of structur- 
al changes.

Any dog can learn to come when you call, but you have to teach him how 


By Russell K. Lowry 


How do you go about training a 
dog to come when you call him?— 
J.W. J., Maine. 

It’s easy to teach a young dog to 
obey the command to come, but it 
will take longer to correct an older 
animal. Use an inviting tone, yet 
firm enough to mean business. If 
the dog ignores your effort, drop 
to a kneeling position, clap your 
hands. When he reaches you, pat 
and praise him as though he were 
a hero. If this fails, tie a rope to the 
dog’s collar and when he’s out its 
full length, command, ‘“‘Come!” 
at the same time giving the rope a 
sharp tug. Repeat until you have 
results, always praising the dog for 
his responding. 


Is there any reason not to feed 
our dog chicken bones other than 
the risk they may lodge in his 
throat?— Mrs. J. M. P.. Alabama. 

Chicken bones are brittle. When 
the dog crunches them, they break 
into tiny needles. In _ passing 
through the digestive tract, they 
can puncture the intestines, which 
is sometimes fatal. A dog down the 
road has been getting away with 
chicken bones for many a moon, 
but there’ll come a day 


Our year-old Trish Terrier’s ears 
are too erect. Can anything be done 
to bring them forward?—C. J. O., 
New York. 

Lots of trick devices have been 
tried to correct ear faults in Collies, 
Great Danes, Terriers, and other 
breeds with rigid standards of ear 
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position; but to date, nothing has 
been developed that works. You'll 
just have to let nature take its 
course. Your dog is still young and 
the fault may correct itself. 


My German Shepherd puppy 
seems to be afraid of people, other 
dogs. and crowded places. Will he 
get over this?—B. E., Connecticut. 

The fear is not really fear at all. 
German Shepherds and _ several 
other breeds, through their puppy 
stage, are just naturally suspicious 
of strange sights, sounds, and 
people. They get over it through 
lots of contact with things that 
arouse this suspicion. 


Vy Bulldog has a bloody bowel 
discharge and a rasping cough. W hat 
do these symptoms mean?—W., J. 
K., Illinois. 

Blood in the stool is always seri- 
ous. The symptoms you mention 
point to hemorrhagic gastroen- 
teritis (an inflammation of the lin- 
ing of the stomach and intestines). 
Faulty feeding, poisoning, and lack 
of essential vitamins are a few of 
the main causes. Your best bet is 
to see a veterinarian.

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We are expecting a baby soon 
and would like to know about 
bringing up baby and dog. When 
should we get the puppy?—Mrs. 
H. L., Massachusetts. 

Get the puppy any time, but 
don’t forget that a healthy, frolick- 
ing puppy, with sharp little claws, 
can inflict injury on a small child 
in innocent play. Just be on hand 
when baby and pup are together. 


We lost our last dog from fol- 
licular mange. How soon will it be 
safe to bring a new puppy on the 
premises?—N. k., Wisconsin. 

A bulletin on mange, issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, states that mange mites die 
three weeks after the infected dog 
has been removed. But to be sure, 
burn all bedding and other be- 
longings of the victim. Then spray 
quarters with a solution containing 
10 percent chlordane. 


What are symptoms of the ap- 
proaching mating season in the 
female dog?—A. H. T., Idaho. 

Only signs of approaching sea- 
son are restlessness and a slight 
loss of appetite. Both are often 
hard to detect. However, the only 
period in which the female will 
accept the male is between (ap- 
proximately) the eighth or ninth 
day of the season, when the red dis- 
charge turns to a light straw color, 
and the fourteenth or fifteenth 
day. 


How often should I bathe my 3- 
months-old Boxer? And when should 
he have distemper shots?—G. H., 
New Jersey. 

Don’t bathe a puppy, as they’re 
very susceptible to chills, colds, 
pneumonia, and the like. Brush 
and wipe with a slightly dampened 
towel. A distemper inoculation 
should be given at 3 months, again 
a year later. 


We've had our 3-months-old pup 
nearly a month and he whines all 
night. What can we do about it? 
Miss J. G., Washington. 

The night crying is either from 
being cold, from lonesomeness, 
from unfamiliarity with strange 
surroundings, or from hunger. 
Hunger is the most likely cause. A 
young puppy needs five feedings a 
day, with most substantial meals 
in the morning and late at night. 
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“You may recall | bought a dog here 
a few weeks ago. It appears | owe 
you a refund.”

Sow hardy annuals such as calendulas, snapdragons, and 
candytufts in Upper and Middle South. Half-hardy annuals 
such as ageratum, celosia, and phlox may be planted in Middle 
and Lower South. Plant tender annuals in Lower South all 
month but only during late March in Middle South. 

Plant bulbs such as tuberoses, dahlias, and glads along the 
Gulf Coast, in Florida, and on the Atlantic Coast up to Charles- 
ton. Glads may be planted at two-week intervals. Wait until 
late March to plant the various bulbs in Middle South. 

Plant ‘‘hulled’’ Bermuda grass seed in South Florida. Wait 
till April along Gulf Coast and May in Middle South. Plant 
Kentucky bluegrass in Middle and Upper South in March. 
Feed established lawns now. 

Feed azaleas and camellias as they finish blooming. Renew 
the mulch for the summer. Oak leaves may be used as a mulch 
and covered with pine straw for neat appearance.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Prune early-flowering shrubs as soon as blooms are spent. 


Cut out some of the oldest canes at ground. 
Clean lily pools, and lower tender waterlilies planted in tubs 
into pool. Use water fern in pool to protect fish. 
Divide and transplant fall-blooming perennials such as 
ysanthemums, salvias, hardy asters, and heleniums. Soak 
ind plant seed of moon-vine, and of Heavenly Blue and Scarlet 
O'Hara morning-glory. 
Plant late-spring- and summer-flowering bulbs such as 
mene and tigridias. 
Spray new peony shoots with Bordeaux mixture as soon as 
they appear. Repeat every week to control bud blight. Use the 
ne spray solution on lilacs every two weeks until they flower. 
— Marian Price Scruggs 


CENTRAL AND EAST 


Sow grass seed in thin and bare spots around the lawn as 
soon as conditions are favorable. Seed may be sown on frozen 
ground without covering the seed. Don’t roll the lawn until 
danger of freezing is past. Never roll lawn when soil ts wet— 
wait until the soil is medium moist. Don’t expect rolling to 
level lawn—it just firms grass that may have been heaved and 
loosened by the frost. 

Plant new roses as soon as the ground can be worked this 
month. Select varieties such as Peace, Crimson Glory, and 
others known to be resistant to black-spot disease. Prune newly 
planted roses back to about 3 inches above the ground and 
mound soil over stubs. Remove soil when shoots are about 14 
inch long. Remove mulch from established roses as soon as 
weather is favorable, but wait till buds start to swell before re- 
moving soil mound and pruning. 

Treat all garden seeds with one of the available protectant 
and disinfectant dusts. Such treatment is especially needed 
early in the spring when soil is cold and wet.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Plant all trees and shrubs except magnolias, which are best 
moved in April and May after the roots have begun to grow. 
Set out perennials and biennials in the border this month. Sow 
hardy annuals such as calendulas and clarkia. 

Finish rose planting by March 20. Rose pruning can be de- 
layed until the buds start to swell on established plants. 

Spade the garden plot as soon as it is dry enough to work. 
Treat soil two or three weeks before planting to destroy soil in- 
sects. Use DDT for cutworms, calcium arsenate for slugs and 
snails, and poisoned bait for strawberry weevil grubs. 

Plant dwarf peas, carrots, lettuce, parsley, and onion sets as 
soon as the ground is dry enough to work. Freeze parsley seed 
in refrigerator three days before sowing.

Feed lawns with a complete plant food. Reseed bare spots. 
Plant the Pink Saucer magnolia (/. soulangeana)—it’s most de- 
sirable for the small home grounds. This is the last date for 
planting other shrubs and bare root roses. 

Feed Martha Washington pelargoniums—they grow rapidly 
this month. Keep water from leaves by watering at the base 
of the plants. 

Plant most vegetables on the Pacific Coast now. Supply soil 
well with compost: root crops do best in loose soil. 

Keep ants from citrus trees by using poison bait; it’s easier to 
control ants than the scale insects ants spread.

What do | prune now?

Th. beauty that you get around your home from shrubs 
the year round depends somewhat on pruning. When prop- 
erly pruned, shrubs produce their largest flowers, finest 
foliage and shrub form, and most brilliantly colored stems 
for winter.

The diary of a plain 
dirt Gardener 











My family is horrified by my new tweed coat. They say it's too loud for 
an old fellow, too undignified, makes me look like a horse-betting chap 


Marek I Poor little yellow cro- 
cuses in bloom out along the south 
side of the house. They arrived 
last week, all untimely—and to- 
day ground is covered somewhat 
with snow, and thermometer down 
to around 15. It is surprising, 
though, what a lot of cold weather 
they can stand and still look purty. 

There is one consolation. I 
waited out the coal man. That 
February springtime we’ve been 
having made our coal last, and I 
didn’t need to phone for another 
load until today, which will put off 
the paying until April Fools’ Day. 

Which will be a good thing, 
with Maggie mentioning pointedly 
last evening that more money has 
to be put into the bank, for she had 
just sent off a check for the big life 
insurance premium. And you-all 
know what that Old Gentleman 
With the Whiskers will be asking 
for about the middle of the month. 


Mareh 3 Oh dearie me—sad, oh 
sad—it looks as though I'll have to 
leave my happy little home and 
set out alone in this cruel world. It 
is all because of that new spring 
overcoat I bought downtown late 
yesterday. It is of Donegal tweed, 
a marvelously bold Scotch fabric, 
and so distinguished in tone 

I came home last night from 
that rose meeting after everybody 
was in bed and hung the coat in the 
hall closet. This morning the fami- 
ly discovers it—and they are hor- 
rified. They storm and rave. It 
looks too loud for an old fellow like 
me, says Maggie. Too undignified, 
says David. Makes me look like 
some race-horse-betting chap, says 
Donald. 

Well, I needed a new coat. Been 
mebbe five years or more since I 


bought the last topcoat. It cost 
more than I can afford. But I don’t 
care. And I’m tired of wearing 
dim, dull, college-professor kind of 
clothes. Pll leave home, if neces- 
sary, to wear that coat, if the fami- 
ly won’t live with it. 

Worktime came and out to take 
up pruning, begun briefly at end of 
last month. This was to operate on 
the big Amur maple hedge at the 
back. By sticking to it, I managed 
to get the west side of the hedge 
pruned. This has to be pruned in 
three laps. West side. East side. 
Then I have to stand on the wheel- 
barrow and go over ita third time 
to whack off the top. 

I use four different tools on a 
big job like this—big lopping 
shears, medium lopping shears, 
hedge shears, and big pruning 
shears. When I get tired of using 
one, I switch to another. When 
hands get numb from using the 
pruning shears, it is restful to 
switch to lopping shears and dif- 
ferent muscles. Try this out some- 
time, you old duffers who think 
you can’t take it in early spring. 


March 4 News today is that I 
worked up my first sweat of cur- 
rent year. Thermometer was up 
nearly to 60 when I got out at fur- 
ther pruning of that hedge. I la- 
bored right hard until I had the 
east side whacked off. As I put 
away the tools, bless my soul if I 
didn’t have to stop and mop fore- 
head and bald top with my red 
garden bandana—feeling sorta 
proud of myself. 


March & Out to spray bushes 
and trees this afternoon. This dor- 
mant spraying with miscible oil is 
mainly to control scale insects. 


By Harry R. O’Brien 


These are now dormant unde1 
tiny protecting scales on limbs and 
twigs. They are especially bad on 
our lilacs and a good many other 
shrubs. This oil needs to be used 
while shrubs are dormant, for it 
probably will injure foliage. Lime 
sulfur can also be used where it 
won't spot walls or fences. 

Dormant spraying should be 
done on a day when the tempera- 
ture is above 40—and today it was 
55 or more. It should also be at a 
time when it will dry before 
temperature drops down to freez- 
ing. Also, directions on the con- 
tainer should be followed in mix- 
ing, for brands vary in strength. 

I worked away for nearly two 
hours and got over quite a bit of 
territory. I am spraying every bush 
and tree on the place as far as I 
can reach. For the tops of the big- 
ger trees, I should really call in a 
landscape man with a commercial 
outfit. But everything else, I can 
reach readily. I can change to any 
degree of application from a mist 
to a straight stream. What a bless- 
ing it is to have a gasoline engine 
doing the pumping. 


March 7 Sun was shining bright- 
ly and air was warm, so I banged 
down the lid of my desk at the 
office and came home early. Find- 
ing David on hand, I set him to 
cleaning up the brush pruned off 
that hedge—by now finished. 

As for me, I took my pruning 
tools, a grubbing hoe, and an ax, 
and started in at the front on what 
I hope—but don’t expect—will be 
a grand tour of pruning and clean- 
ing up from front edges clear to the 
bushes at the bottom of the garden. 

First job was to whack back un- 
mercifully a shrub on the west side 
of the drive entrance that has 
grown so it hinders sight when we 
drive out into the road. Then just 
across the drive to the east is a

New grasses promise 
a perfect lawn

probably be choked out as the 
Zoysia kept up its rampant growth 
during the warmer months of the 
year. Since B-27 is in active growth 
from early in spring until stopped 
by hard freezing weather in late 
fall, it can hold its own with Zoysia 
and fill in the gaps when the lawn 
would otherwise be brown. 


Pn State Chewing’s Fescue is 
a special selection that looks like 
anything but a fescue. The first 
time I saw it, I mistook it for an 
unusually bright green bluegrass. 
Ihe habit of growth is much more 
upright than Chewing’s, and the 
blades don’t have the soft, lax 
habit of growth and the gray-blue 
color that makes Chewing’s less 
than a first-rate lawn grass. Like 
its parent, Penn State has a creep- 
ing rootstock that forms a close 
dense turf and holds its own against 
the vigorous competition of the 
Zoysia. And like Chewing’s, it 
survives drouth, heat, sandy soils, 
and shade. 

For most purposes, it looks as 
though various combinations of 
Koysta japonica, B-27 Bluegrass, 
and Penn State Chewing’s Fescue 
will meet all needs, with the ex- 
ception of growing a turf in deep 
shade or on pure sand. 


Ben pure sand may not offer as 


many obstacles as it once did, if a 
first-year test of Doctor Grau’s, 
which I studied at Beltsville last 
year, proves out in repeat tests. 
Drive up to the Bureau of Plant 
Industry Station at Beltsville and 
notice the streak of yellowish, 
poorly nourished grass down the 
center of what is otherwise an 
island of rich green turf. The dif- 
ference between the yellowed grass 
and the dark green areas is entirely 
one of fertilizer. Behind this dif- 
ference is a really exciting discov- 
ery in lawn-feeding techniques. 
For years, this great circular 
lawn has been a problem to the 
authorities at Beltsville. No matter

here is yet another miracle 
grass that promises to change lawh 


techniques. It is a selected strain of 


Bermuda grass that will survive 
sub-zero weather and come right 
back to produce a solid turf. 
Most Bermuda grass has two 
counts against it as a lawn grass 


for the North. First of all, north of 


the Mason and Dixon line it win- 
terkills 9 years out of 10. Second, 
it is so coarse that most home- 
owners won't have it if anything 
better will grow. 


Bu vu J-3 Bermuda is something 
different. For one thing, it is hardy 
It has survived below-zero read- 
ings in Nebraska, northern Illinois, 
and Pennsylvania. Like Zoysia, it 
grows from a creeping rootstock 
Unlike Bermuda, it has a finer 
blade than most bents. The color is 
good—a rich, satisfying green. Ex- 
cept for a minor leaf spot, it doesn’t 
seem particularly sensitive to any 
disease. 

This is not a grass that can be 
planted everywhere, however. It is 
too aggressive. If used in a lawn 
near flower beds or shrubbery bor- 
ders, it is likely to take over and 
prove all but impossible to eradi- 
cate. It is best where the lawn is 
the only ornamental plant grown 
other than trees or where its amaz- 
ing vigor can be pent in by con- 
crete curbs and walks. 

It, too, must be clipped close, 
perhaps as short as 44 inch. When 


so clipped, it forms an impressively 
uniform thick green carpet. It has 
a longer growing season than Zoy- 
sia, but not as long as bluegrass. It 
is so vigorous that a few runners 
set out will cover an acre in short 
order. It is already being used on 
several golf courses. 


Au in all, these new grasses 
promise to revolutionize the grow- 
ing of lawns, both public and pri- 
vate. At present, seed of B-27 is all 
but unobtainable. I had to scour 
the country to get a single pound 
for a test on my own lawn. By 
1952 or 1953, there may be enough 
to release to the general public. 

Penn State Fescue, while in 
slightly greater supply, is anything 
but plentiful. It, too, will have to 
be built up before the run-of-the- 
mine gardener can expect to buy 
it on the open market. 

Koysia japonica and U-3 Ber- 
muda offer even more difficult 
problems. Since they are propa- 
gated vegetatively, our present 
methods of selling lawn grasses will 
have to be revised. They produce 
scarcely any seed, but are propa- 
gated by runners or plugs of live 
grass. Nurseries for the production 
of these plugs and runners will have 
to be established, ind new methods 
of distributing lawn planting ma- 
terials must be worked out. 


I the net result of these efforts is 
a weed-free, pest-free, trouble-free 
lawn, however, most homeowners 
will, I am sure, say with me, “It’s 
worth the trouble!”

Now don't feel that designing is 
a complicated business 
actually.

The fourth requirement for our 
garden is a circulation system, 
which merely means that we need 
a way to get around. Walks and

Strangely enough, it is often on 
such simple details that the ama- 
teur planner stubs his toe. He 
thinks that a direct path looks just 
too simple, so he tries something 
complicated and fails. The pro- 
fessional realizes that simplicity is 
a virtue and that the straight ap- 
proach to the problem is usually 
the most practical.

a siphon on your garden hose. Fol- 
low the manufacturer’s directions 
to the letter in applying any high- 
nitrogen food. 

Where the lawn is moderate in 
size, you can spread plant food by 
hand. Spread it evenly, and go 
slowly till you get to know what “4 
or 5 pounds per 100 square feet” 
looks like on the grass (100 square 
feet is a space 10 feet by 10 feet; 
a quart of plant food is about 114 
pounds). A mechanical spreader 
will make your job much easier 
and spreads plant food evenly. 


Top-dressing makes a better 
lawn—A light top-dressing this 
time of year will give a lift to any 
lawn. It puts humus into the soil, 
keeps the ground from drying so 
fast in hot weather, and keeps grass 
roots cooler. You can put it right 
on top of the plant food, but wait 
till the snow is gone. 

Peatmoss, fine compost, Douglas 
fir bark mulch, and similar sub- 
stances all make good top-dressing 
provided the particles are very 
small. Spread it about !4 inch deep 
over the entire lawn, and then rub 
it down into the grass with the 


back of a rake. 


Replant those bare patches 

Any bare patches should be re- 
sown as soon as the soil can be 
worked that is, as soon as it is 
neither muddy nor frozen. Loosen 
the soil to a depth of 2 or 3 inches 
with a trowel or fork, mix in a 
little plant food, and smooth out 
the surface evenly. Sow the seed 
lightly—don’t try to cover the soil 
with it—and tamp it down lightly 
with the back of a spade or a block 
of wood. 

Keep all such newly seeded spots 
moist until the seed has germinated 
and sent down roots. 


A light rolling will help—Don’t 
use a roller on a lawn until the soil 
is free of frost and no longer mud- 
dy. Soil too wet packs down and 
often stays hard for months. After 
that, a light rolling is beneficial— 
but not absolutely indispensable. 
Rolling isn’t meant to level down 
the lawn; it is done only to firm 
grass plants back in the soil after 
they have been pushed up from 
the ground by frost action. 
Incidentally, think twice before 
you use lime on your lawn. Moss 
on a lawn isn’t a sign that the soil 
is acid; it usually indicates a 
starved lawn. If you are in doubt, 
have a soil test made. Most state 
agricultural colleges will do it for 
a small fee, and so will some of the 
large lawn supply companies. 


Making a new lawn 

Generally speaking, it’s better to 
make a new lawn in the fall than 
in the spring. Spring-sown lawns 
have a harder time for two reasons 
One is that the grass doesn’t have 
a chance to make as extensive root 
growth as it would if planted in the 
fall. The other is that most lawn 
weeds start growing in the spring

The best way to improve poor 
soil is by digging in as much humus 
as possible: rotted leaves, peatmoss, 
or anvthing of similar nature. Sand 
and coal ashes will help loosen clay 
soil. If the ground is extremely bad, 
you can cover it with a layer of 
good topsoil, although enough to 
put a 4-inch layer (the minimum) 
on even a moderate-sized lawn wil! 
be expensive. Buy topsoil only from 
a reputable source; some fly-by- 
night gyp artists make a good liv- 
ing by selling worthless dirt to 
people who assume it must be good 
just because it is black.

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the soil depends on your ambition 
and on the condition of the soil. A 
good, safe depth is 6 to 8 inches. 


Now level the soil—You’re bet- 
ter off if a couple of good rains fall 
before you do the final leveling. 
That way the soil settles and large 
air spaces disappear, preventing 
an uneven surface later. 

Rake the surface to as fine a 
texture as possible, and get it level. 
Spread plant food over the ground 
just before the final raking so that 
it will be worked into the top inch 
or so of soil where it will do the 
starting grass the most good. 

Remove all stones over an inch 
in diameter that are near the sur- 
face. Stones just under the surface 
will produce spots of dead grass 
when the weather gets hot. 


Seeding is your last step—Hav- 
ing spent time, money, and work 
getting the soil ready, don’t skimp 
on the grass seed you buy. Good 
lawn-seed mixtures cost more, but 
that’s because there is better and 
purer seed in them and less of the 
temporary grasses like annual rye 
and redtop. For that reason, you'll 
find that the better seed mixtures 
will sow a bigger area, and in other 
ways are the most economical i 
the long run. 

The best all-around lawn for 
most of the country is one with a 


high percentage of bluegrass. If 


you have a desire for one of those 
velvety, bent-grass lawns, you'll 
do well to change your mind. 


Bent grass requires constant care, 
frequent cutting, and is susceptible 
to many diseases. Local seed stores 
can be depended on to supply you 
with lawn-grass mixtures that are 
right for your area. 

Standard grass-seed mixtures 
can be used if you have three or 
four hours of sun on your lawn. 
Otherwise, use a mixture recom- 
mended for shade. Of course, no 
grass will grow under dense, low- 
growing trees and shrubs, and for 
such places you should depend on 
a groundcover like myrtle, ivy, or 
pachysandra. 

If you have spread plant food in 
the soil, it’s better to wait a week 
before sowing seed to give the food 
a chance to dissolve. Then sow the 
seed evenly. No standard rate can 
be given because mixtures vary so 
much, but you’ll find the recom- 
mended rate on the box of seed. 

After seeding, rake very lightly 
to mix the seed into the top 4 inch 
or so of the soil. Roll to press the 
seed into close contact with the 
moist earth. A good homemade 
substitute for a roller is a tamper 
made by nailing a short, wide 
board, like the end of an apple box, 
across the end of a pole or 2x2. 

The surface of the soil must be 
moist until the young grass starts 
to grow, and you may have to re- 
sort to light sprinkling if the weath- 
er turns warm and windy. At this 
time of year there is usually plenty 
of soil moisture under the surface, 
so you can quit sprinkling as soon 
as roots develop.

Well-kept darden tools 


By Ken Murray 


» a no point in working harder in your garden 
than you have to. One sure way to save time, perspira- 
tion, and temper is to have good tools that are sharp, 
clean, and smooth-working. 

and soil that stick to tools will cause 
\ few moments spent wiping off tools 


Grass clippings

as much work in the garden. 

Another way to protect your tools is to use them only 
as they were meant to be used. Spades, forks, and hoes 
aren't designed for use as crowbars. Nor are pruning 
shears made to cut wire and pull nails. 

Heavy wear and bills for repair and replacement can 
often be avoided by attention to the cutting edges and 
moving parts of tools. Screws and bolts should be kept 
tight. A little oil on moving parts doesn’t cost much but 
will do wonders in easing work. 
the care and repair of your 


tools, see the photographs and explanations below.

Remove rust. First take off loose rust with a wire scratch 
brush. Then use a rust remover. A good homemade one is am- 
monium citrate from the drugstore. Apply with a brush or by 
dipping. Rust will dissolve in half an hour or less. Then 
rinse the tool with water, dry, and polish with steel wool 


Clean after using. Avoid rust by removing dirt and coating 
tool with oil after each use. Combine both operations with 
a pail of clean, dry sand mixed with a little lubricating 
oil. Plunge tool up and down in sand after working with it. 
The sand scours off dirt; the oil leaves a protective film

How to replace broken handles 


Next hold the tool with head 
down and strike a few down- 
ward blows with a hammer 
This drives the shank out of the 
handle and lets the head fall 
free. Take it easy with the ham- 
mer and don't hit the tool on 
any spot where it will be dam- 
aged or the edge be blunted 


If tool is socket type, remove 
cross-nails or rivets. Knock off 
head, fit new handle, and fas- 
ten it with No. 10 nails. If a 
broken shovel handle is too 
short to grip, knock it out with 
hommer anda long bolt. Never 
burn out o handle; it will ruin 
temper of the tool completely 


It's always better to replace a 
a broken handle when possible 
instead of repairing it. If tool 
is of the shank type, remove 
old handle by first hammering 
old ferrule above and below 
retaining nail as shown. This 
crushes the wood so nail can 
be easily pulled from handle 


Now measure the distance to 
nail hole in shank as shown 
Drive new handle on head 
carefully; then measure up and 
mark location of nail hole. 
Punch a hole through ferrule at 
this spot, drive a nail through 
hole, and clinch the protruding 
point on other side of ferrule 
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of garden tools

Repair split handles. You can 
repair a slanting split with wa- 
terproof resorcinol resin glue 
Clamp as shown till squeezed 
out glue is quite hard, and let it 
cure in a warm place over- 
night. Remove any sharp edges 
with sandpaper. Don't repair 
splits by using friction tape 


Store tools right. Hang up 
tools to protect them from 
being broken or dulled. A 
long board makes a good rack 


Keep handles smooth. Surfaces 
of wood handles made rough 
by rain and weathering are 
smoothened with fine sand- 
paper. Finish with several coats 
of raw linseed oil; or use red, 
yellow, or aluminum paint to 
make tools easier to locate on 
the lawn or about the garden 





Two nails side by side will 
hold most tools. For hoes, 
drive one nail above the other 
as shown; top nail holds hoe 
lower one keeps it in position

Pechive the most striking area in 
which emotional immaturity shows 
up is in monev troubles. Here is 
one place where you would least 
expect to find it, where external 
factors would seem likely to be the 
whole cause. 

Yet do you know somebody like 
his—-and perhaps it’s you f? 

Despite a good inc 
friends Bill and Phyllis 
ways in financial hot wat 
made budgets and broke th 
with gestures of supreme helpless- 
ness, never able to explain why 
But when Bill and Phyllis sought 
help recently, when their shadowy 
helplessness was analyzed, the 
problem traced to this 

Bill didn’t overspend on himself 
but was constantly buying expen- 
sive clathing for Phyllis and toys for 
the children. He couldn't deny 
them anything they asked. He had 
come from a large family. His 
father worked irregularly. He had 
always said: “My family will have 
more than I did.” Loving his wife 
and children meant spending for 
them. 


A\f hat Bill needed was to get clear 


in his own mind that being a good 
father didn’t require overspending 
on the children. While budget 
hints to Phyllis and suggestions 
about quality products at moder- 
ate cost were helpful, Bill and Phyl- 
lis’ money troubles really improved 
when Bill began to understand 
himself better. 

Pat case? 

Yet a family agency in Mil- 
waukee recently surveyed families 
with money troubles. It found, of 
course, families with insufficient in- 
come and those, too, with inexperi- 
ence and lack of knowledge about 
spending. But, in a surprising 
number of cases, the trouble traced 
to confusion of personal problems 
with spending. 

“Money,” the agency reported, 
“has emotional as well as practical

value. It can stand for power, 
authority over others, a feeling of 
importance, personal safety, supe- 
riority, etc. How we feel about 
money is sometimes more impor- 
tant than how much money we 
have.” 

Psychiatrists have shown. that 
neurotics use money matters as a 
kind of hitching post for repeating 
childish conflicts. Neurotic hus- 
bands torture their wives by re- 
fusing them money for essential 
expenses. Neurotic wives may tor- 
ture their husbands with outland- 
ish demands for money 


Bu in less disturbed individuals 
with money problems, emotional 
immaturity can be seen at work in 
many ways. A 37-year-old mother, 
a college graduate and wife of an 
advertising executive, spent undue 
amounts on overloading her table 
and overfeeding her family so she 
could assure herself she was caring 
for them well. Others find outlet for 
emotional drives through unusual- 
ly high expenditures for laundry 
and cleaning. 

In marital problems, the role of 
emotional immaturity is now in 
even sharper focus. 

“He’s an ill-tempered brute!” 

“Oh, she’s just impossible to 
live with!” 

“He’s a tyrant at home. He 
rants and raves and lets out all the 
feelings there that he represses out- 
side, that he does not dare show to 


the boss or to colleagues. 


TT 
When these explanations given 
by dissatisfied marriage partners 
are examined, they turn out to be 
superficial. 

“In recent years,” declares Dr. 
Philip Q. Roche, member of the 
Medical Supervisory Committee of 
the Philadelphia Marriage Coun- 
cil, “‘lawyers, doctors, and clergy- 
men have come to a beginning real- 
ization that there operate in mar- 
riage hitherto not well understood 
and sometimes ignored emotional 
forces. . .. Such forces are capable 
of creating needless anxiety, mis- 
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lousy husbands 


chief, and suffering and are the de- 
terminants of success or failure in 
every marriage.” 


D.. Edmund Bergler, a noted 
psychiatrist, has written a book, 
Unhappy Marriage and Divorce, full 
of graphic examples. A woman 
mocks her husband, belittles him 
in company. Why? She confesses 
that she doesn’t really know, that 
she has very little against him. He 
just irritates her 

The younger of two sisters, this 
woman had, throughout § child- 
hood, been pushed around by her 
older sister. Bergler shows that now 
she is unconsciously acting out 
with her husband the relationship 
of aggressive older sister and 
younger child. She really has noth- 
ing against her husband but is 
simply directing her hatred through 
him at her sister 

When another Bergler patient 
told him tearfully that she must 
get>a divorce, she backed it up 
thus: Her husband had lost all in- 
terest in her; he hadn’t approached 
her sexually in the last two weeks 
Only after much questioning did 
she admit that her husband was 
going through a difficult period, 
that his partner had cheated him 
of a large sum of money and he was 
struggling to keep his business go- 
ing. “I know all that,” the woman 
complained, “‘but if he loved me, 
I'd mean more to him than his 
stupid business.” 


I, her attitude incomprehen- 
sible? It would be, Bergler points 
out, if you didn’t understand that 
infantile fantasies were involved in 
it. And he hastens to add: “Neu- 
rouic men act in exactly the same 
way.” 

These are extreme cases. But 
take the seemingly more common- 
place problem of Mrs. Sayre. All of 
us would agree with her, as her 
friends did, that there was no com- 
panionship in her marriage and 
her husband was to blame. A “‘good 
provider” but preoccupied with 
business and with work about the 
house and yard, he just didn’t talk 
to her, either pleasantly or un- 
pleasantly 

Talking over her problem with 
a marriage counselor, Mrs. Sayre 
explained hopelessly that her hus- 
band had grown up in a family 
where affection was never ex- 
pressed and the only apparent in- 
terest was in making money.

Bes was true. But it took some 
time before Mrs. Sayre could un- 
derstand the forces working within 
herself.

Soon she was 
describing her own childhood. She 
had never, she confessed, intended 
to talk about her father but she 
did, making him out to be quite a 
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selfish, severe, undependable man. 

She went on to express her 
doubts about all men, her feeling 
that men weren’t to be trusted. 
She acknowledged, too, that her 
husband’s apparent indifference 
to her had increased her doubts 
and made it impossible for her to 
try to improve their relationship. 


Now. Mrs. Sayre had some in- 
sight into her own emotional be- 
havior.

An 8-vear-old boy and his father 
couldn’t get along and, because of 
this, the boy tried to run away from 
home. The boy was no delinquent, 
and the father no ne’er-do-well

While there were many difficul- 
ties between father and son, almost 
unbelievably they could be traced 
to one original conflict Phe 
youngster loved to paint and draw 
The father had no objections, but 
he did want his son to be athletic 
He made every attempt to interest 
the child in baseball, urging him 
to get out and play, trying to teach 
him how. The boy resisted, prefer- 
ring to spend the time painting 
and drawing. 

In frustration, the father kept 
saving: “I think I’m a reasonably 
good parent. I take an interest in 
my boy. Yet I can’t get any place 
with him.” 


What he didn’t understand was 
not merely that his son had a right 
to grow up in his own way, but 
that his own insistence upon ball 
playing stemmed from his own un- 
conscious feelings of physical in- 
security.
